To His Excellency, 
JAMES W. Grimes, 
Governor of the State of Lowa. 

Sir: The Demoine Navigation and Railroad Company, beg here- 
with respectfully to present to you and through you to the General 
Assembly, the accompanying full exhibit of its affairs and financial 
condition. | ` 

In order to a correct understanding of the operations of the com- 
pany, and a just appreciation of the causes, which have ciscp- 
pointed its expectations of a rapid completion of the work, it is 
necessary to give a brief narration of its histor y. 

Almost from the first, it has had to encounter serious obstacles, 
which have not only embarrassed its most earnest ekoris, but have 
impaired the confidence of the people, who not aware of the justi- 
fying circumstances have naturally ‘attributed the results to inaction 
or bad faith. ` ES , | 

The company was organized under the Laws of lowa, May 6, 
1854, and having purchased their rights from the pares who then 
held the contraet from the State, on “the 9th day of June, 1854, en- 
tered directly into a hew contract with the State officers. With 
this contract which was published in the jonrnal of the next Legis- 
lature you are doubtless familiar. It was based upon the public

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assumption that the grant of Congress for the improvement of the 
river covered the dinappropuiated odd sections to the souree of the 
river and comprised somewhat over a.million of acres. 

^ The State agreed to sell these lands to the company for $1, 800,000 
. to be expended upon the Improvement and in payment of the State 
debt then outstanding, the lands to be conveyed to the company, 
at the rate of 24,000 acres whenever the disbursements should reach 
$30,000. The company at once adjusted and paid the State debt 
to the amount of over $70,000, and immediately entered upon the 


necessary surveys of the river which were indispensable prelimina-' 


ries to the active work of construction. 
As early as the ensuing May, nearly half the work was prepared 
for “letting” and was put under contract. 

At this point information was received that the General Assem- 
bly had passed an act in derogation of the title which had been 
agreed to be given to the company, and requiring that no patents 
should issue to the company except with a derogatory clause in- 
serted. (Vide Sec. 8, of Chapter 153, page 224, Laws of 1854). 

'The immediate effect of this was to dishearten the friends of the 
enterprise, by the impression that the Legislative body was dis- 
posed to embarrass it; but this was passed over, in the belief, that 

as the work progressed, a more liberal feeling would prevail; and 
the construction was ur bod with as much vigor as the season adinit- 
ted of. An unusually inclehient winter retarded the work, though 
. the surveys of the remaining portion of the river was continued to 
completion and the balance of the work was prepared for letting. 

Early in the winter rumors became rife that the General Govern- 
ment intended to take the position that the grant did not extend 
-beyond the Raccoon fork. Application was at once made. to the 
General Land Office for the transfer of the remaining lands to the 
State, and the Commissioner of the General Land Office promptly 
responded that he held the grant as not extending above Fort Des 
Moines. 

In the meantime the locks and dams to Fort Des Moines had 
- been advertised for “letting.” An immediate appeal was taken 
from: the decision of the Commissioner to the Secretary of the In- 
terior who sustained his subordinate, and thence :an appeal vras 
taken to the President of the United States, by whom the matter 
was referred to the Attorney General. Much delay followed, 
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though the Government was informed of the immediate necessity 
of a decision as the “lettings” of the new work were then imme- 
diately pending. The Attorney General and other members of the 
Cabinet urged upon the company not to permit the pendency of 
this question to interfere with the lettings but to proceed, upon the 


assurance that the action of the Land Office would not be sustained. 


To this were added the solicitations of your Senators and Represen- 
tatives in Congress and the State officers having charge of the Im- 
provement to the same effect, who assiduously co-operated with 
the officers of the company in their efforts to avert the blow so in- 
sidiously aimed against the greatest interests of the State. The 
company accordingly proceeded and allotted the work to contrac- 
tors but it did not feel at liberty to enter upon the pr osecution of 
the new work whilst a question striking at the validity of the whole 
grant was in doubt. Again the company pressed upon the Gov- 
ernment a settlement of “the question, butit vras not until June that 
a decision was given and then it was that the grant might be con- 
strued as extending to the North line of the State provided the 
State should release the lands lying above. Thus the matters have 
stood until this time, the Government refusing to recognize the 
grant as extending beyond the North line of the State (cutting off 


“about 300,000 acres of land) and refusing to recognize the-grant as 


extending beyond the lands already approved to the State except 
on the condition of the execution of a release of the balance. In 
this condition of the grant the company felt that good faith towards 
the State required of it, a suspension of new work until the wishes 
of the State in the premises could be ascertained. ,- 


The progress of the work having demonstrated the necessity of 
modifications in the proposed plans of construction. supplemental 
contracts were entered into with the officers of the Improvement, 
which having been filed in the office of the Secretary of State, 
were submitted to the late Legislature and accompany this state- 
ment. The company has expended i in payment of State indebted- 
ness and construction (exclusive of the salaries of its officers and 


‘office expenses) more than the sum of $360,914 19, on -account of 


which there have been certified to it by the Register and Commis- 
sioner of the Desmoines Improvement Two Hundred and Five 
Thousand Four Hundred and. Eighty-nine and Twenty-three ones ` 
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hundredths acres of landuni er its contract, leaving over a Hundred 
Thousand Dollars due from the State and for which it is in arrears 
to the company. To pay this, would more than exhaust the bal- 
ance of the lands the title to which has as yet been transferred 
by the General Government to the State, excluding those which 


keve been e i approved, and the entire balance of the grant . 


is embarrassed by the refusal of the General Government to make 
ore transfers to the State except on condition of a release of the 
land north of the State line. | 
The company availed itself of the assembling of the Legislature 
in extra session. in July last, to lay before that body these facts and 
procure their request that the grant should be sustained and such 
other action as the emergency di the interests of thë State required, 
bus in the press of business upon their atterition no action vvas du 
ken. 
ii again presents these facts for your consideration. By reason 
of their existence, the company has not been able to make that 
vegresa with the work that it wished and thc public expected. It

the interests of the State and it is conscious of having been actua- 
ted by only, honorable intentions. The embarrassments which have 
been narrated, and others arising from two seasons of almost uni- 
versal and often fatal sickness of contractors and men, and from 
differences of opinion amongst the officers of the State as to the 
construction of some portions of the contract have entailed -much 
loss upon the company in many ways but it is still desirous of com- 
pleting the work in the true spirit of its contract, and to this end, 
or any other it is ready t to concur in any proper action which the 
wisdom and justice of your Excellency and the General Assembly 
may devise.

Some of the time more then one-half 
of our men, between St. Francisville and Ottumwa, -have been 
sick at the same time, and for a short time nearly all the men 
were sick at once.

This act originated in e bill introduced into (he House of d Rep- 
resentatives by the Hon. A. €, Dodge, delegate of the Territory of 
lowa, referr ed to the Committee on Public Lands, and reported and 
passed substantially in {he same words, in so far as regards the 
grant, as they now stand in the statute-book. 

While the bill was pending before the committee, Mr. Dodge ob- 
tained from the Commissoner of Public Lands (Ab. Shields) a re- 
port of the quantity of land which the grant would embrace; 
which he stated at 261,000 acres, expressly asstuning that the range 
of land proposed to beigranted was limited to the line “from its 
mouth to the Racoon Fork.” That report accompanied the report 
af the committee and was ane u p ~ za, as the basis of 
the bill which they presented ro the i Tot 

Notification of this act was made to the Governor of lowa by the 
Commissioner of Public Lands! soon after iis passage, by letter, 
which assumed that the range of selection was limited as above sta- 
ted, and transmitted plans in conformity therewith to guide the 
State in making selections: The agent proceeded to make the se- 


lections within the limits defined; and information to that effect 
` mt 
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was communicated to the Commissioner by that agent and by the 
| governor. | | + 

In all this series of acts there seemed to be ample contempora- 
neous exposition of the law. 

A suggestion of doubt, whether the grant did not extend above 
the Racoon Fork. first appears in a letter from the Commissioner, 
(Mr. Young,) dated February 23, 1843; “which doubt, however, 
as appears trom’ a letter to him dated J anuary 8, 1849, he had 
then ceased to entertain. Indeed, by proclamation of President 
Polk, under date of June 19, 1848. countersigned by the same 
Commissioner, the lands on the Des Moines, above the Racoon 
Fork, were br ought iuto market ' with advertisement as usualin 
the Stete of Iowa; and a considerable quantity of land was en- 
tercd, on sale or by pre- DJ or land warrants, which would 
have been covered by the grant if it extended above that fork. 

In this stage of the case, the delegation of the State of Iowa in 
Congress, on the 8th of January, 1849, addressed a letter to the 
Secreiary of the Treasury, to whose department the General Land , 
Land Office then be elonged, claiming that the State was entitled 
along the whole course of the Des Mones to its source, and re- 
questing corresponding action on the part of the government.— 
Yo this letter the Secretary replied under date of March 2, 1449, 
expressing the opinion that the grant “extends on both sides of 
the river from its source to its mouth. but notinto lands on the river 
in the State of Missouri:” and on the same day he communicated 
a copy of the letter, as his decision on the question, to the Com- 
inissioner of Public Lands. 

And thus things scood when, immediately afterwards, the super- 
vision of the pu blie lands passed to the new Secretary of the Inte- 

rior, Mr. Ewing. | | 

Subsequently. a list of selections, made up in conformity with 
Mr. Walkers opinion, having been, reported by the Commissioner 
to Mr. Ewing, for eonfirmation by the latter, he refused it, upon 
the conviction expressed by him, that the grant does not extend to 
the lands above Racoon Fork. He considered, as undoubtedly he 
might lawfully do, that Mv. Walker's opinion, noi having been 
carried into effect, being au unexpeeted opinion merely, was open 

to revision. And he decided to suspend sales of the lands embra- 


» 
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ced in the claim of the State, in order to leave opportunity to Con- 
gress to “ extend the grant,” if it should see fit. 

Mr. Ewing’s decision is dated April 6th, 1850, and an appeal 
was taken ther efrom to the President, (General Taylor.) He re- 
ferred the question to the Attorney General, (Mr. Johnson,) who, 
in his opinion dated July 19th, 1850, came to the conclusion ‘that 
the grant applied to the lands above the Racoon E ork. (Opinions, 
ed. 1851, p. 2149.) 

It does not appear that this opinion was acted on, so as to dis- 
pose of the question: for, in a paper addressed by the Commission- 
er of Public Lands (Mr. Butterfield) to the President, dated Sep- 
tember 26th, 1850, the, opinion of Mr. Johnson is reviewed, and 
objections to its conclusions are submitted; and thus the question 
remained open at the accession of the next President, (Mr. Fill- 
more). | | 

During the administration, the first material step in the busi- 
ness consists of a reference of the case to the Attorney General, 
(Mr. Crittenden,) followed by an opinion of the latter, dated De- 
cember 8d, 1850, to the effect that the questions involved were not 
of a nature to call for or justify the present interposition of the 
President of the United States, they being appropriate only to the . 
jurisdiction of the Secretary of the Interior. (Opinions, Farnham's 
ed., vol. v, p. 275). 

It would appear from this conclusion, that My. Crittenden. did 
not become aware that the matter was regularly before the Presi- 
dent on appeal from the decision of the Secretary of the Interior. 

Thus, the papers went back to the Interior Department, and the 
Secretary (Mr. Stuart) referred the subject to the Attorney Gener- — 
ai, (Mr. Crittenden,) requesting his official opinion on these points, 
| namely: : 1. The effect of Mr. Walker’s letter; 2. That of Mr. 
Johnson’s opinion; and 3. The true construction of the disputed 
grant. 

Mr. Crittenden, by letter of June ‘30th, 1851, replied, that, in 
his opinion, the letter of Mr. Walker was not an act done, but an 
opinion expressed, and, therefore, had no binding effect on his suc- 
cessors ` that the opinion of Attorney General Johnson was but 
. advisory, having no compulsory effect on the Secretary to whom 
it was addressed ; and that the grant, in his judgment, was limited

On the 26th'of the same July, Mr. Stuart communicated Mr. 
Crittenden’s opinion to the Commissioner, with expression of con- 
currence in its conclusions, but permitting Mr. Ewing’s order.to 
withhold the lands from market to continue in force “until the 
end of the approaching session of Congress.” 


.. But, on the 26th of October, he again addressed the Commission- 
er on the subject, and directed the selections of the State, above Ra- 
coon Fork, to be reported sor his approval, ,assigning the follow- 
ing reasons: l 

«I have considered and carefully reviewed me decision of 
the 26th of July, last, and, in doing so, find that no detis- 
ion which I can make will be final, as the question involved par- 
takes more of a judicial than of an executive character, which 
i must ultimately be determined by the judicial tribunals of the 
country; and although my own opinions as to the true construc- 
tion of the grant is unchanged, yet, in view of the great conflict 
of opinion among the executive officers of the government, and, 
also, in view of E opinions of several eminent jurists which i 
béen presented to me in favor of the construction 'contented for by 
the State, I am willing to recognise the claim of the State, and to 
approve the selections without prejudice to the rights, if any there 
be, of other parties, thus leaving the question as to the proper con- 
ene yon of the statute entirely open to the action of the judici- 
ary.” 

Ti would appear from this that Mr. Stuart was overruled; for he 
expr essly says that his own opinion of the law remains nebanged.

It is true, as stated in your communication to me, your attention 
was not called to the general question involved; but still the act 
vras done.

I suppose it must be conceded that an opinion of the Attorney 
General i is not conclusive, that is, it is not compulsory on the Pres- 
ident, or even on a head of depa ‘tment. . 

It is inconvenient, however, to have conflict of opinion between 
the Attorney General and a head of Department; and that incon- 
venience is placed in the strongest light by the facts of this case 
where the affirmative opinion of one Attorney General went disre- 
garded by one Secretary, and a negative opinion of another Attor- 
ney General by the succeeding Secretary. There could be no more 
flagrant exampic of confusion of opinion and action. 


A Secretary, undoubtedly, is entitled to have and to 
act upon: bis conscientious bpinion of a question, even after 
he has taken the opinion of the Attorney General; but the inter- 
ests of parties and the er edit of the government require decision ; 
and it would seem that any such conflict of opinion between {he 
Secretary asking, and the Attorney General giving official advice, 
should be Eer at once to their common supericr, the President,

That did not happen in this case in either of its stages; and thus 
all the embarrassment of contradicting opinions and acts, with the 
uncertainty of present duty which they create, are transmitted to 
you for determination.

That would be amun- 
welcome task. It must be admitted on the mass of argument be- 
fore me, that there are two sides to the question of the true legal 


intendment of the act of Congress. At the same time, it is due to 


` frankness to say, that, if constrained to judge between them, the

inclinations of my mind would be to the side accepted by Mr. Crit- 
tenden, because the language of the statute admits of such con- 
siruction, and because, on a retrospect of the history of the case, 
it is impossible for me to doubt as to the actual intentions of Con- 
gress. That is, if the question were one of new impression, the 
tendency of my judgment would be to say that the grant is limited 
to the line of the improvements, namely, the river Des Moines be- 
low the Racoon Fork. 


But It is not a question of new impression. Nay, it has passed 


beyond opinion into action, and at this point of time it is more | 


material to consider what has been done than what has been thought 
on the subject matter. I wish, if possible, fo find something firm 


to stand upon in what has been done. 


1 


In so far as regards selections already approved, whether by 
yourself or by Mr. Stuart, it is clear that the government cannot 
undo that. What Mr. Stuart did in this respect with deliberation, 
what you did without the questions involved being suggested to 
you, was, in each case, done by the coinpetent legal authority, and 
binds the government. One Secretary has no more lawful power 
to undo a thing lawfully done by his predecessor, in a matter of 
grant than in a matter of account; no more right, where a settle- 
ment is in favor of a third party, than where it is in favor of the 
United States. When a thing is decided and done by the head of 
a department, acting within the scope of his lawful authority, it 
can be revised by his successor only on the ground of mistake in a 
matter of fact, or the discovery and production of material new 
testimony. (Nr. Crittenden’s Opinion of December 28, 1852, MS.; 
see also Bank of Metropolis vs. The United States, xv Peters, p. 
400; Ex parte Randolph, ii Brocken., p. 470). 


E the acts of Mr Stuart and yourself, in this respect, had under. 
taken (as they do not) to dispose cf any contending rights of third 
parties, the latter would have had their remedy at law. But what 


! . RP H 
you have done is final as respects the United States. 
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But have you erréd in continuing to follow the line of action 
which your pr edecessor had prescribed, and which the Commission- 
er of Public Lands assumed as settled, in presenting to you for ap- 
proval lists made out on the premises of the subsisting decision of 
Mr. Stuart? And if you érred (inadvertently) in thus approving 
selections made by the State above the Racoon Fork, shall you now 
stop and change the rule of action-which Mr. Stuart had. prescribed 
to the Commissioner? The answer to these questions is not inclu- 
ded in the preceding conclusion., It is one thing to undo an act 
done, and quite another to ceasë to persevere in a previous line of 
action as to acts of a continuous nature. 

It might with much plausibility be argued, that, while Mr. 
Walker’s order was an opinion merely, and did not bind Mr. Ew- 
ing, so what Mr. Stuart did, though final as to lands actually ap- 
proved, was but a pr ecedent, when a new list comes up, and may 


be rejected by you as a pr da though it cannot be reversed or 


, annulled as an act; that the disposition of the particular lands made 
by him is inevocable, but the principle on which he did it is open 
to re-examination, as respects any other lands in the same right 


claimed by the Stete; and that, in executing the same law, you are | 


to execute it accor ding to your own under standing of its foree and 
effect. | 2 

That may beso. And yet the contingency is not exactly of the 
application of a precedent to a new casë. For the grant to Iowa 
is one thing, although it be composed of parts, or of new sets of 
parcels appertaining to the general whole. Mr. Stuart decided to 
adopt the opinion of Mr. Walker, which carried the grant above 
the Racoon Fork; and he pr oceeded to execute, and did execute, 
that decision in part. And the true question is of the: completion 
ot execution by you of what had been partially executed by Mr. 
Stuart. ' | 

I think it must be a clear case of manifest illegality in the work 
commenced and half executed by one Secretary to justify the aban- 
donment of it by his successor. Is the present such a case of pal- 
pable violation of law? That cannot be pretended iu face of the 
opinions of Mr. Walker and Mr. Johnson, and the administrative 
acquiescence in those opinions on the part of Mr. Stuart. Tn my 
judginent it is not for the good of the public service, while it is 
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prej judicial, and sometimes grossly unjust to private interests con 
cerned, for the executive to break off things half done, because of. 
mere doubts of the legality of the decisions upon which commence- 
ment was made, or even the belief that, upon better reflection at 
the outset, a diferent decision would have been rendered. To in- 
dulge in such oscillation of action, under the influence of ordinary 
causes of perturbation, is not seemly on the part of the govern- 
ment. ` ^ 

In the present case of lands above the Racoon Fork claimable 
by the State within its limits, twenty-sixth fifty-sixth parts, nearly 
half, the United States have already recognized as belonging to the 
State. T think you may, if, you choose, well consider that a deter- 
mination of the question proper to be acquiesced in by you as, a 
settled fact of administration. | 

But this conclusion is placed by me on the ground only of a de- 
cision by Mr. Stuart, proper to be accepted by his successor as con- 
stituting final action of the gover pment. | - 

It has been suggested in arg ument that inferences in favor of the 
“present claim of the State may be deduced from a clause in the 
recent act making a grant of lands to the State of Iowa to aid in 
the construction of certain railroads in that State. (May 16, 1856.) 
The words are: ' | | | 


“That anv and all lands heretofore reserved to the United States 


by any act of Congress, or in auy manner by competent authority, 


for the purpose of aiding in any object of internal improvement, 
or for any other purpose whatsoever, be, and the same are hereby, 
eserved to the United States trom the operation of this act, except 
so far as it may be found necessary to locate the routes of railroads 
through such reserved lands, in which case the right of way only 
shall be granted, subject to the approval of the President: of the 
United States.”

This provision is rather doubtfully worded. suppose it intends 


+ 


to enact ibat the alternate s sections reserved to the United, States tor . 


the sake ol augmented sale-value, in case of any previous grants to 
the State for State objects, shall continue to be so reserved now, 


and shall nov be taken as part of the lands subject to present grant ` 


to the State; and if the title still remains in the United States, the 
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right of way is to be passed upon by the President of tha United 
States. 

. Such an act of the President woulè apply still more distinctly to 
any case of actual continuing reservation to the United States for 
the uses of the United States. | l 

Concluding, at any rate, that the general object is to protect the 
rights of the United States in any such case, if it exists, it is urged- 
that such a provision would have been superfluous, had not the Des 
Moines grant extended above the Racoon Fork. E 

Well, suppose a construction which makes it superfluous ; what 
then? There are very many ‘superfluous provisions in the statutes. 
Of course, no very cogent argument can be derived from that con- 
sideration. 

Moreover, if it were expressly said in the provision that the Des 
Moines grant was intended, still it would only operate as enactment 
ex majori cantela, to guard against interferences in case the present 

‘controversy should be determined in favor of the State. 


But the argument errs in supposing that no other grants of land 
have been made to the State of Iowa for the purpose of aiding in 
objects of internal improvements, or for any other purpose what- 
ever. Various other grants of land have, from time to time, been 
made to the State. (See, exempli gratia, v Stat. at Large, pp. ZÈ 
us ibid., pp. 789, 790; vi Stat. at Largo, p . 810). 


Ina word, Congress, by this provision, said: “We have already 
made several grants of land to Iowa for one purpose or another, 
which may or may not have been located, and we do not design by 
` this act to undertake todo what, indeed, we could not do if we 

.would—that is, divert those -grants from their lawful destination 
for the use of railroads on account of which the present.new grants 
are made to the State.” | 

On the whole, therefore, it seems to me that this: provision does 

not serve, in any” vray, to change the premises of the question, or 
the conclusions founded on those premises. 
. Remains the question, on which of the two upper confluents of 
the Des Moines, the eastern or western, the land is to be taken. I. 
conceive that point to be absolutely determined by ks premises of 
my conclusions. 


Mr. Walker's decision, as we have seen, was, that the grant e ex- 
16 M E 
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tends “on both sides of the river from its source to its mouth, but 
not into lands on the river in the State of Missouri.” 


Now, the language of the act is explicit, granting to Iowa the 
alternate sections “in a strip of five miles in width on cach side of 
said river” Des Moines; and the improvement is, in the equally 
explicit terms of the act, “ from its mouth to the Racoon Fork.”— 
But, while carrying the grant above the Racoon Fork to the. 
“source” of the Des Moines, where the improvement does not 
reach, he lops it off below, along the line of improvement, by ex- . 
cluding “lands on the river in the State of Missouri.” The expla- 
nation of which is, that, for the last twenty-five miles of its course, 
the river Des Moines is the ‘dividing line between the States of 
Missouri and Iowa. Missouri enjoys, dir ectly, all the benefits, of 
the improvement of the navigation of the river; but no lands in 
Missouri are to be comprehended in the grant, notwithstanding its 
terms are of lands on each side of the river, for the obvious and 
sufficient reason that the act contains no provisions adequate to en- 
able Iowa to take, hold, and manage lands in the State of Missouri. 

I conceive that the considera Hong which induced Mr. Walker to 
diminish, by construction, the scope of selection for twenty-five 
miles on one side of the river below the Racoon Fork, show that in 
extending the grant above to the “source” of the Des Moines, he 
intended to confine it within the limits of the State of Iowa. 


Such was thë understanding of the subject which guided the ac- 
tion of Mr. Stuart; the lists which he approved expr essly referring 
to the limit of the north boundary of the State. And that is the 
utmost point to which, ii my judgment, you can lawfully go, in 
case you acquiesce in, and accept as a rule for yourself, the opinion 
of Mr. Walker and the action of Mr. Stuart. 


They, unquestionably, had before them the maps of the State, in 
, which the eastern branch of the Des Moines was alone depicted, 

taking its rise in a lake on the boundary line of Minnesota. If 
they had knowledge of any western braach of greater or less 
length, they treated the eastern branch as the true Des Moines. 


. I think they must have done go, because they could not have done 
otherwise. Mr. Walker did not say, and could not have said, that 
the grant extends into Minnesota. If he bad apprehended any 
such consequénce of deciding that the grant extends above the Ra- 
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coon Fork, he could not have : made this decision, but must have 
referred the State, as Mr. Ewing afterwards did, to Congress. -That 
is plainly to be inferred irom the consideration that the act of Con- 
gress cannot be executed, if it be so construed as to assume that 
the grant extends into Minnesota. It contains no provisions, in 
virtue of which one State is to hold public domain within the limits 
of another State, or inchoate State. 

Impressed by the force of this consideration, Mr. Walker exclu- 
ded from the purview of the grant the land on one side of the 
river, for the length of twenty-five miles, though plainly compre- 


hended by the letter of the act., 
Of course it availed nothing to say, that, when the grant was 


made, the part of Minnesota affected was included in the limits of 
the State of Iowa, and, that therefore the letter of the law extends 


the grant beyond the northern line of the State. So, also, the let- 


ter of the law comprehends lands in Missouri. But the letter of 


‘the law in the former'caso, as well as in the latter, must yield to 


the legal objection, that without apt language of enactment to that 


‘express effect, it cannot.be inferred from other words of enactment 


that a grant of lands to one State extends into another State, (in- 


cluding in each phrase inchoate States). 
More eover, we are not dealing with the import of the grant on its 


face, or as constr ued while lowa was a Territory and included in a 
part of the present Minnesota, 


If we go back to that day, we: find the grant construed, and ac-. 
cepted on both sides, as not extending above the Racoon Fork, and. - 


of course not involving any possible question of the wpper course 
of the Des Moines. TË we now stood there, at that point of time, 
my decision in the case would be precisely the reverse of what is 
now in effect, though'precisely the same in form and tenure, that 
is, to accept as final the previous action of the Executive, (inclu- 
ding President Polk's proclamation,) which limited the grant to 
the Racoon Fork. 1 should be the more fortified in such a conclu- 


sion, because the maxim stare decisis would then have applied to 


the case without qualification or doubt; and also, because, if. the 
naked question of the construction of the statute vrere before me, 
as it would then have been, my judgment would have been satisfied 
with the construction put upon it in that early stage of the case by 
the United States, and not objected to by the State. 
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While, at that time, the idea of acquiescing in the thing decided, 
would have confined the grant to the Des Moines below the Racoon 
Fork, the same idea requires that the grant, though carried by your 
predecessor above the Racoon Fork, should yet be confined within 
the limits of the State of lowa. That is the decision, whose author- 
ity is invoked as controlling you, and which, if you accept at all, 
you accept on the SA, decision of the whole matter. 

If you throw up the decision .of Mr. Stuart, founded on Mr, 
Walkers opinion, if you come to the coclusion that that is not to 
be acquiesced in as final administrative action; ifyou go behind it, 
then you come at once, per saltum, to the state of the question as 
it stood anterior to the 2d of March, 1849. At that point we shall 
have all the arguments of Mr. Attorney General Johnson in favor 
of the finality of the executive action to counsel acquiescence in 
the then existing practical construction of the law. If, passing 
over this ecnsideration, we proceed to reason about the meaning of 
the law, we do not have the advantage of the elaborate arguments 
on that point which have since been officially presented by Mr. 
Johnson and also by Mr. Attorney General Crittenden; but all 
those arguments would possibly occur to us, and we might be the 
more easily brought to the same conclusion with the latter, by 
fresher cotemporaneous knowledge of the legislative history of the 
act of Congress. 

In fine, after the most mature reflection, it seems to me that only 
two tenable alternatives present themselves in the case; one, to 
stand on the action ot Mr. Walker and Mr. Stuart, not as legal 
doctrine, but as decision; and the other, rejecting all the interme- 
diate varcillations of SEH to go back to the original action, and 
stand on that as decision, not as legal doctrine. Either of ae 
conclusions would be perfectly advisable, according to the rules of 
law; for if it be unlawful to go behind executive ‘decisione, then 
the last decision in the case was a violation of law and should be 
rejected because of its illegality. I have hesitated much on the 
question whether that be not the true view of the subject; but, for 
reasons already suggested, have come to the conclusion, on the 
whole, to advise you to stand on the last decision, which gives to 
the State the lands along the course of the Des Moines up to the 
northern boundary of theState. Thereis a collateral consideration: 


which has weight with me. Itis discreditable to the government 
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that its views of a saw, and its consequent action, should be shift- 
ing about like a weather vane, as they have done in this case. I 
wish, if it be possible, to stop that. I think the alternative lines of 
duty, either of which you may lawfully pursue, and beyond which 
there is no other apparently lawful course, indicate the means of 
producing the desirable result of now concluding the subject, in so 
far as regards the Executive. i ` 

I advise, therefore, that you proprose to the State of Iowa and 
its assigns, to acquiesce in and accept the decision of Mr. Stuart as 
final, and to.approve selections accordingly, p provided the State or 
its assigns will themselves agree to acquiesce in and accept that de- 
cision as final. If they. ius se 10 treat that decision as final, they 
cannot expect you to do so. They should be bound if you are, If 
they consent to enter into satisfactory stipulations of contract to 
that effect, you can with safety award to them the residue of the 
claim, up to the northern boundary of the State. 

If they decline this proposition, then it is clear, in my opinion, 
that you are completely ids from any obligation to act on 
the premises of Mr. Walker and Mr. Stuart. Nay, 1t becomes im- 
possible for you to do : 80; a thë very supposition of this alterna- 
tive is, that the State of Tana denies the finality of the decision; 
that is, denies that, «o far as regards her, it is a decision; and if 
not a decision for her, then it is not one for the United States. 

in that event you are for cibly thrown back on the first decision 
of the government—that from which Mr. Walker departed—and 
must, in my opinion, absolutely refuse to approve any more selec- 
tions above the Racoon Fork; the etfect of which would probably 
be to remit the parties to Congress, which alone has fullpower to cut 
the Gordian knot in which the subject has been tangled up, by, 
reason of the inexplicitness of the original act of Congress, and the 
uncertainties regarding its meaning, which have embarrassed the 
action of the successive dini io of the government.

Sir—Í return, herewith, the papers in reference to the grant for 
the improvement of the Des Moines river, which accompanied 
your report of the 24th of March, and enclose therewith, several 
letters and arguments which have been received here since the 
date of your report. 

Having submitted the subject to the Attorney General for his 
opinion npon the questions involved, I enclose a copy of such 
opinion, furnished me under date of the 29th ult.; and, also, a let- 
ter under date of the 5th inst., from Ilon. Reverdy Johnson (At 
torney tor the claimants under the grant) in regard to the conditions 
upon which the subsequen! approvals, up to the limits of the State 
of Iowa. are recommended by the Attorney General to be made. 

_ In the subsequent action’ en selections not yet approved, I 
have concluded to be governed hy the advice of the Attorney Ger. 
eral, as contained in the paragraph near the close of such opinion, 
beginning with the words: “I advise, therefore, that you propose 
to the State of Iowa, and its assigns," and ending with “you ; can 
with safety award to them the residue of the claim up to the north-

em boundary of the State.” ' 

it will be perceived from the endorsement 'on Mr. Johnson's let- 
ter, above referred to, that he has undertaken to proeure the assent 
of the State, and its assigns, to the conditions referred to, so that 
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the necessity is obviated of any direct proposition to that effect on 
the part of the Department, but no further action will be taken 
until the parties are heard from on this point. 

In the certificate of approval, hereafter prepared for my signa- 


ture on any lists submited, the fact should be stated, that the ap-. 


proval being based upon the prior action of the Department, and 
upon the ground that the grant is to be confined to the northern 
boundary of the State of Iowa; tlie acceptance by the State and its 
assigns would be considered an acquiescence on their part in this 
limit, and an abandonment of all claim beyondit, as it is upon this 
base alone, I can feel justified in yielding my assent to the claim 
\ preferred. | 

Should the assent of the parties be given in writing, the certifi- 
cate of approval will be so varied from the language above, as to 
conform to that staté of facts, but without losing sight of the real 
groundwork of my assent to the approval.

Articles of agreement made and entered into this ninth day of June, 

1854, by and between the Des Moines Navigation and Raitroad 

Company, (a corporation formed under the laws of the State of 

Lowa), party of the first part, and the State of Iowa, by Josiah 

H. Bonney. Comdnissioner of the Des Moines Tiver Improve- 

ment, by and with the consent and approval of Uriah Biggs and 

George C. Wright. Assistant Commissioner in the State of Lowa, 

Jor and in behalf of said State of Lown, party of the second part, 

Wrengsseri : 

That whereas the Commissioners before named have heretofore 
curered iuto an agreement with Henry O'Rielly, bearing date the 
Lith day of December, eighteen. hundred and fifth-three, and an 
additional and explanatory agreement dated April, 18th, 1854, for 
the completion of the Des Moines river improvement; and which 
said, agreemenis, contracts. and all rights of said Henry O'Reilly, 
hy and witluthe consent and approval of both parties thereto, have 
been assivned and transferred to, and bon: the benefit of the Des . 
_Moines Navigation and Railroad Company; and in pursuance of a 
stipulation'of the said party of the second part, made simultane- 
ously with said agreements, and to carry the same fully into effect: 

The said parties, tor the purpose of simplifying and more fully 
explaining the said contracts and agreements, the said Des Moines 
Navigation and Railroad Company. of the first part, and the said 
Josiah H. Bonney, Commissioner, with the consent and approval 
of Uriah Biggs and George G. Wright, Assistant Commissioners, 
of the second part. hereby enter into the following agreement; 


First, The said pariy of the first part, doth hereby covenant 
and agree, to and with the party of the second part, for considera- 
tions hereinafter named. to make and finish the Des Moines river 
improvement, from the Mississippi river ta Racoon Forks, on sala 
Des Moines river. The said improvement to be made: according to 
the plan and specification of the engineer of said improvement here- 
tofore made and determined upon, as to style, character and quali- 
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ty of work, from the town of St. Francisville, on said river to said 
Racoon Forks, except that the said party of the first part may im- 
prove the style and character of the work, and enlarge the size of 
the locks, as hereinafter provided ; 'and so far as relates to the said 
work below the said town of St. Francisville, the same shall be 
done and completed upon such plan as may be determined upon 
by the engineer employed ,on said! work, in connection with Wm. 
J. McAlpine, late State Engineer of the State of New York, as 
consulting engineer, or such other consulting engineer as the said 
party of the first part shall select for that purpose; provided that 
all said said work, shall be done and completed in a substantial 
manner, so as to Secure the navigation of said river to the fullest 
extent, and for the longest period each year, practicable; and pro- 
vided further, that the said party of the first part shall not be re- 
quired to expend below the said town of St. Francisville, in said 
improvement, more than the sum of three hundred thousand dol- 
lars; and provided also that during the progress of the work the 
said party of the first part, their successors, or repr esentatives, by 
and with the consent of the engineer in charge of the work, may 
alter or change the style and character of the work, or location of 


either of the locks, dams, or canais, or all of them, or any part 
thereof; Provided no change shall be made authorizing an inferior 


kind of vvork, or the use of less valuable materials, or lessoning the 
capacity of said locks, or of any piece of canal necessary for the 
use of any of said locks, or diminishing in usefulness or value the ` 
said general improvement; and in case of any disagreement be- 

tween the engineer in charge of said work and the party of the first 

part ortheir successors, in reference to the proposed sites, or loca- 

tions, or modes of constructing the locks, dams, or otherwise, the 

matters of difference shall be submitted for-arbitration to a con- 

sulting engineer, or other person to be agr eed upon by both parties 

to (lis contract, whose decision upon the points submitted shall be ` 
conclusive upon all parties. 

Second. The said party of the first part further agrees to, and 
with the party of the second part, to camplete all said work from 
the river Mississippi to said Racoon Forks, on or before the ist day 
of July, 1858; and in like maner nndertakes and covenants to com- 
plete at least one-fourth part of said work each and every year, 


commencing on the first day of July, 1854.

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Third. The said party of the first part doth further coveuant 
and agree with the said party of the second part, to pay and dis- 
charge any and all debts of every kind and description, outstanding 
against the said Des Moines river improvement, on the 23d day of 
December last, within ninety days from the date of this contract, 
provided that the whole amount of said debts shall not exceed the 
sun of sixty thousand dollars, and to meet and discharge said lia- 
bilities, the said Des Moines Navigation! and Railroad Company 
have deposita with and paid over to the said Josiah H. Bonney, 
Commissioner, the sum of fifty-five thousand #dollars; and it is 
hereby agreed that the said party of the first part, shall have, and 
is hereby entitled to all moneys due and owing to the said improve- 
ment, from the general gover rnment, and ali ciaims and demands 
against tne said general government, and all sums of money due 
from any other source, as also all sums of money now in the hands 
of said register, or that were in his hands on the 17th day of De- 
cember last, or that may have been received by him, or have been 
in his - bande on account of said improvement, at any time since 
the said 17th day of December, 1853: and the said sums of money 
in the said register’s hands, on the said 17th: day of December, or 
that may have been in his hands at any time since, may be applied 
to the payment of any portion of the above-named debts, or for 
any debts incurred since the 17th day of December, in prosecuting 
the said improvement, and shall be, by the said register, account- 
ed for, to the said Des Moines Navigation and Raul cad Company. 

Fourth. AN claims by mill owners or other persons, for damages, 
or rights of way, or other necessary privileges, in the prosecution of 
said work, as well as all other claims for damages, shall be settled. 
for by-the said party of the first part, and on such terms as they 
may deem best; and the title to all such rights of way so procured, 
shall be taken and vest in ihe State of Iowa, subject to the right of 
the party of the first part therein, as in this contract, mentioned; 
and all work now progressing under contracis existing on the said 
seventeenth day of December last, at the dams and locks at Belfast, 
Farmington, and Keosauqua, shall progress and be carried on un- 
der and according to the terms of the respective contracts then ex- 
isting in relation thereto, if the said contractors shall so elect, and 
shall be paid for, by the said party of the first part, on the esti- 
mutes made by the engineer from time to time: 
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Fifth. The said party of the first part doth hér sivi further agree 
and covenant, that the salaries of the commissioner and register of 
said improvement, and the salaries of the engineer, and such assis- 
tants as may be required in the prosecution of said work, shall by 
them be paid from time to time, as the same shall become due and ' 
payable; provided that the salaries of the commissioner and regis- 
ter of said improvement shall not be greater than that now fixed by 
law, and the salaries of the en gineer and assistants shall be such as 
may be agreed upon by said commissioner, by and with the advice 
and consent of the party of the first part. 


Sixth. The said party of the first part, further agrees and cove- 
nants, that in all cases where bona fide settlement was made on 'any 
of the said lands belonging to said improvement, which were un- 
surveyed on the 24th day of J anuary, 1853, the settlers on said 
lands so unsurveyed, shall have the right to purchase at any time 
within one year, after said lands are surveyed, their said lands, un- 
der the rules and regulations established by the Commissioner and 
Register, at the rate of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre;

WHEREAS, it is deemed advisable by the parties to the agreement 
of the 27th September, to wit: The Desmoine Navigation and 
Railroad Company, and the State of Towa, by their Commissioner, 
and Assistant Commissioners, to lay the masonry of the locks of the 
Desmoines River Improvement with quick lime mortar, at such 
seasons of the year gs the weather and other cir cumstances will al- 
low, and also to define more particularly the style, character and 
quality of the masonry of the said locks: 

Now, therefore, it is mutually agreed, that: the said Desmoines 
Navigation and Railroad Company, parties of the first part, shall 
be, and are hereby authorized to lay up the whole, or any portion 
of the locks of she said Improvement, with quick lime diortar, or 
grout, in the interior of the walls, provided the face .stone of the 
same shall be pointed with hydraulic cement, and in such case the 
timbar and plank facing of the chambers of the locks provided to 
be used by the said contr aet of the 20th of September, 1855, may 
be omitted. - 

The masonry of the locks shall be composed of sound, well-shaped, 
and durable stone, laid up with quick lime mortar, and pointed 
with hydraulic cement, in a workman-like manner, so as to produce 
firm, compatt and durable work. The-walls shall be formed of 
stone, which shall have their several dimensions not less than the 
following, to wit; Four feet area of bed, six inches thick, two and 
two-thirds feet length, and one and one-half feet width. - They shall 
be properly quarried with smooth, level, and parallel beds, and 
when the natural beds of the stone do not afford such surfaces, they 
shall be dressed or pointed off. The stone forming the facing of 
the chambers shall be scabbled to close, compact joints, on the face,

with stone, as before ii and the intermediate spaces shall 
be filled up with smaller stones and spalls, so as to make close, 


compact, strong and durable work. The main stones shall be laid 


in the form of headers and stretchers, so as to tie and bind the 
work in the best manner. The tops of the whole shall be coped 
with cut stone, not less than nine inches thick and four feet long, 
and of sufficient width to allow not less than two stones to cover 
the wall, so arranged that they ‘shall break joints not less than one 
foot past each other. The coping stones shall be tied together by 
iron clamps, let into the stone and well bedded.

. sanguine. Iowa occupies a proud position, and with wise legisla- 
_tion a glorious destiny awaits her. You are called to assist in sha- 
ping that destiny, and to aid in laying the foundations of a future 
empire. It is impossible to be too deeply impressed with the res- 
ponsibility and delicacy of the great trust confided to you. 
STATE STATISTICS. 


An enumeration of the inhabitants of the State, and of her pro- 
ductive resources, was taken in June ‘last, as required by,the Con- 
stitution. It is somewhat defective; two counties and several town- 
ships in other counties not having been returned at all, whilst in al- 
most all the counties, there are very great omissions. Many 
townships and some counties are returned without any-statistics, 
save those in relation to population. Such will always be the case, 
so long as the census shall be taken by township assessors, instead 
of being taken by marshals, to be appointed by the Census Board. 

The census returns show that the State has increased in popula- 
tion from June, 1854, to June, 1850, from 326.014, to 503.625.

I again call your attention to the propriety of entirely discon- ` 
necting the office of Superintendent of Public Instruction from 
all control over the School money and School lands. 

The five per cent. fund arising from the sale of public lands 
within the State, has always, until the past year, been distributed 
by the Snperintendent among the several: County School Fund 
Commissioners, under what was supposed to be the requirements 
of the laws of this State. "The amount of $226,860 56 received 
from the General Government as the five per cent. accruing on 
the 31st of December, 1854, has, I learn, been partially distributed 
among the County School Fund Commissioners, and partially 
loaned out by the Superintendent of Püblic Instruetion; but, as 
I conceive; wholly without authority of law. This is too impor- 
tant and too large an interest to suffer any doubt to exist as to 
the proper disposal of the fund, or as to the powers, rights, and 
liabilities of any officer connected with it. I therefore commend 
the subject to your immediate consideration. 

There is now in the Treasury of the United States, as the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of the publie lands within our limits, from Ist 
January to 31st December, 1855, $185,785 32. 

STATE LAND OFFICE. 

I also have the honor to transmit to you the report of the Regis- 
ter of the State Land Office, and take pleasure in calling your spe- 
cial attention to the suggestions of that officer. The operations of

I received on the 3d day of last October from W. Ç. Johnson, 
Esq., President of the Des Moines River Improvemont and Navi- 
gation Company, a request that 1 would examine into the affairs of 
that Company, or cause them to be examined by a committee 
whom I might appoint, and proffering to pay all expenses that 
might be attendant thereon. Although the Governor of the State 
pd no authority to appoint such a. Committee, yet the necessity 
for such an investigation was so great that I should have exercised 
the power but from my inability to procure the services of the 
most desirable persons for the duty. | 

It is dueto the people of the State and to the members of the 
Des Moines River Improvement and Navigation Company, that 
the rights and relations of the Company to the State should be def- 
initely ascertained and distinctly understood. To this end it is rec- 
ommended that a Commission be appointed, with power to admin- 
ister oaths and to send for persons and papers, with instructions to 
inquire into all the transactions iof former Commissioners and Reg- 
isters of the Des Moines River Improvement; to report as to the 
character and validity of any coutracts that may have been made 
between the State and persons or companies for the improvement 
of thé Des Moines River, and especially to report with regard to 


‘the transactions of the Des Moines River Improvement and Navi-

Until such investigation is made and report submitted, it is re- 
commended that all action on the part of the State in connection 
with the Des Moines Improvement and the Des Moines River 
lands be suspended.

An Act of the General Assembly will be required, providing 
for the government of this instirurion when completed, authori- 
zing the selection of superintendents, officers and servants, and 
specifying in what manner and on what terms persons may be ad- 
mitted to the Asylum as patients. | 

STATE PENITENTIARY. 


I transmit herewith the report of che Inspectors of the State 
Penitentiary, and solicit your attention to the suggestions it con- 
tains. The Peni itentiary is established in one corner of the State, 
and the ground connected with ii is limited in extent and not well 
adapted to the purpose for which it is used. | 


.l am not prepared to say that sound policy does not dictate a . 


removal of the institution to some more central and accessible part 


of the State. Should it be deemed expedient to maintain the 
present as à permanent Penitentiary, very considerable appropri- 
ations will be required.to build an additional number ot cells, a 


“Hospital for the sick, and erect a subsiantial wall around the. 


Prison yard. If, on the contr any, i itis thought e expedient to estab- 
lish a Penitentiary i in a more central position in the State, then 
the manner in which it shall be constructed, and the system upon 
which it shall be conducted, become subjects for very grave con- 
sideration. 


Notwithstanding the very general prejudite that exists against 


‘it, many wise and good men, after a thorough investigation of the 


subject, are convinced that the solitary system, as “practiced at 


. Pentonville in England, and in the È ‘astern Penitentiary in Penn- 


sylvania, would be most conducive to the interests of the State 
and to the reformation of convicts. Before any permanent.system 
of prison discipline shall be est tablished, it is to be hoped that the 
subject will receive a most thorough examination. |

SWAMP AND OVERFLOWED LANDS. 


In obedience to the Act of the last General Assembly, approved 
January 25th, 1855, authorizing the Governor to provide for the 
selection of theswamp and overflowed lands granted to the State, 
by the Act of Congress Sth of September, 1850—immediately 
after the adjournment I addressed letters to the Judges of the 
counties in which these lands had not been selected, urging them 
to cause it to be done ai the earliest practicable moment, and that 
their lists should be returned to me, forthwith. 

As the State had granted the lands to the counties in which they 
lie respectively, I thought that the counties should incur the ex- 
pense of making tie selections and returns. , — 

Some of the .1dges replied that there were no swamp or over- 
flowed lands in meir counties; some-that there were no corapetent 
surveyors within their jurisdiction whom they could employ to do 
the work; some that they were not familiar with the duty or the 
forms to be observed, and that they must receive specific instruc- 
tions; whilst others utterly refused to take any action in the prem- 
ises. l i 

Under these circumstances I employed competent persons to 
proceed to these counties, with a view to stimulate the Judges to 
enter upon their work, and to give to each a copy of all the neces- 
sary forms and instructions. By these means the swamp and over- 
flowed lands have been selected in all'of the organized counties 
of the State, with the exception, perhaps of Grundy, which has ` 
been organized within the pasi few weeks. The swamp lands 
within the unorganized counties can be easily selected from the 
plats in the office of the Surveyor General. 


| GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. | 
In pursuance of the Act df the last General Assembly, authori- 
zing a geological survey of the State, I appointed Professor James 
Hall, of Albany, New York, State Geologist, and in conjunction 
be 
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with Mr. Hall, appointed Professor J. D. Whitney,of Massachusetts, 
State Chemist. These gentlemen prosecuted their survey during a 
portion of the years 1855 and 1856, and to their report, which will 
be shortly transmitted to you, I refer you for an account of their 
explorations and the results. | - s 

The high rank among scientific men enjoyed by each of these 
gentlemen gives ample assurance that the survey will be thorough, 
practical and creditable to the State. | 

The appropriation for the past two years was wholly inadequate 
and at least double the amount will be required for the two suc- 
ceeding years. | | 

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 

Complete sets of. standard weights and measures have been re- 
ceived from the Federal Government, and at the suggestion of Pro- 
fessor Bache, superintendent of weights and measures, I have 
caused to be erected a small building in the state house yard for 
their sate keeping. | 

The building was erected upon a plan furnished by Mr. Bache, 
is nearly fire proof and cost about $1,700 00 


The standards are quite expensive, of very difficult adjustment, 
and are peculiarly liable to injury. I thought it unwise to receive 
and store them in a warehouse where they would be liable to de- 
struction by fire or dampness, when the government was ready to ` 
furnish a competent person to adjust them for use without expense 
to the state. It will be well to place: these standards in the custo-

STATE UNIVERSITY. 

It would seém that with a population in the state of half a 
million of souls, and a university fund of nearly two hundred 
' thousand dollars, the;time had arrived for a thorough and efficient 
organization of this institution. Such on organization, however, 
cannot be perfected and maintained without the proper accommo-. 
dations for officers and students. If itis the design of the Gener- 
al Assembly to surrender the capitol buildings at Iowa City, for 
university purposes, provision should be made to that effect at an 
early day. If such isnot the intention, then I submit that it would 
be desirable to speedily furnish the necessary accommodations else- 
where or in some other manner. ; ' = 


STATE CAPITOL. | 
In compliance with the Act of 25th of January, 1855, entitled 
“an act.to re-locate the seat of government,” I appointed commis- 
sioners for that purpose and they have discharged their duty. The 
site selected for the future capitol is on a gentle swell of land about 
three quarters of a mile east of Fort des Moines, and on the east 
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side of the river. It commands a good prospect and seems to be 
well adapted to the purpose for which it has been selected. . 


REVISION OF SCHOOL LAWS. 

In compliance with the provisions of the act of July 14th, 1856,. 
Hon. Horace Mann, of Ohio; Hon. Amos Dean, President of the 
State University, and F. E. Bissell, Esq., of Dubuque, were ap- 
pointed commissioners to revise the School Laws ot the State. The 
commissioners are engaged in the discharge of their duties, and 
will be able to lay their report before you in a very few days. 

REGISTRY LAW. EN . 

Almost every person residing in any of the large towns in the 
State, acknowledges the imperative necessity for some law to pro- 
tect the purity of the Ballot Box. That gross frauds are perpetra- 
ted at every exciting election, by the voting and double voting of 
unqualified persons, is not to be denied. To remedy this great and 
constantly increasing evil, the passage of a registry law is respect- 
fully recommended. Such laws have been in operation in several 
States from a period long anterior to the adoption of the Federal 
Constitution, and have fully answered their design. 

4 COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 

The Constitution wisely provides that the State shall not in any 
manner create a debt exceeding one hundred thousand dollars, 
The framers of that instrument did not imagine that there was as 
great a necessity to prohibit the counties from creating large publie 
debts, for the reason that the history of the country did not then 
present'the case of a county becoming a large stock holder in pri- . 
` vate corporations. 

Within the past few years, however, so great has been the anxi- 
ety to procure the construction of works of internal improvement, 
that many counties and cities in this State have adopted the very 
doubtful policy of creating large municipal debts, for the purpose of 
becoming stockholders in railroads, and other private corporations 
The amount of municipal indebtedness already voted by the differ- . 
ent cities and counties exceeds seven millions of dollars. 

Without stopping to enquire into the authority, under which the 
loans have heretofore been voted, it seems to methat prudence and 
sound policy, requires that some check be imposed upon the future 
exercise of this power to create public indebtedness. Itis truethat | 
many investments made by the counties and cities may result pro- 
fitably to the stockholders; but it is equally true, that many will 
prove; disastrous, as some have already done. 

Municipal corporations are designed fori local and limited pur- 
poses, and it is a perversion of their organizationjwhen they areem- 
barked in internal improvement beyond their jurisdiction. Nor is 
that an equitable principle, which allows the people of one por- 
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tion of a county to fasten an indebtedness upon a'remote portion 
ot the county, for other than ligitimate county purposes. Equally 
unjust is it to allow the property of one man to be heavily burden- 
ed by taxation, imposed by the vote ot another inan, who is with- 
out property, without a household, and who sustains noneof the bur- 
dens of government.’ There is a manifest propriety in allowing 
every man the right of suffrage, under ordinary circumstances. It 
is, proper that every man should have the privilege to join in the 
selection of his own law-makers, and his own executioners,but there 
is not the same propriety in allowing to every mau the privilege 
of creating an indebtedness for others to pay. 

It occurs to me that too many checks and safeguards cannot be 

-thrown around this power, if such power exists at all, of creating 
municipal indebtedness for purposes of internal improvements. It 
is a dangerous power, and liable to the grossest abuse. | 

i KANSAS. . : 

During the past summer it was reported and generally beheved 
that the President of the United States only failed (o interpose 
his authority for the protection of the rights of the free state peo- 
plein Kansas for the reason that no official intelligence had reach- 
ed him that any outrages had been perpetrated in that unfortunate 
territory. Having such information myself; I conceived it to be 
my duty to notify the President of the erimes that had been com- 
mitted against the persons and property of former citizens of 
Iowa, and to demand for them that protection which the federal 
government was in part established to securo. | 

Accordingly, on the 28th day of August last, I addressed to him 
a letter on this subject. a copy of which I herewith transmit.— 
Without desiring to tores:all the opinion or action of the General 
Assembly in this regard, ‘I beg leave to reiterate the opinion then 
expressed, that it is the right and duty of the State to protect the 

rights of her former citizens in Kansas, when the federal govern- 
ment fails to perform that duty. l men 

I desire to co-operate with the General Assembly in the adop- 

tion of, any measures that may tend to uphold the sovereignty and 
promote the prosperity and honor of of our noble state.

5TH—REMARKS. - 


This Report is for the two entire fiscal years which have just 
passed, including the time during which I served as deputy, under 
my predecessor, “Andrew J. Stevens, Esq., whose term of office be- 
gan November 4th, 1854, and expired by resignation. September 
15, 1855,—the office having been held by më since that date, by 
appointment of the Governor. 

As Mr. Stevens was absent from the capital during the eight 
months in which he held the office, and as the whole business of 
the office was transacted by myself as deputy, I have made the re- 


— 
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port for the whole time (as it could not well be divided) and in my 
own name. 

Dy provisions of law, *the Auditor is made the general account- 
ant of the State” and required to keep accounts of all the revenues, 
funds and incomes of the State, payable into the State Treasury,— 
and also of all disbursements and investments thereof. And! “to 
direct and superintend the collection of all moneys payable into 


the State Treasury.” | 


In view of these facts, I deem it proper and necessary to make | 


some remarks and suggestions in relation to the finances and reve- 
nue laws of the State; to point out what I may deem ‘defects in 
past legislation, and to recommend such action as may be necessary 
during the coming session. 

Section 65 of the Code provides ihat “the Treasurer shall pay 
nò money from the Treasury, but upon the warrant of.the Auditor.” 
The 5th General Assembly at its regular, sessioh passed an act, au- 
thorizing the Board of Commissioners appointed to locate and su- 
perintend the erection of a Lunatic Asylum, to issue warrants di- 
rectly upon the Treasurer for necessary funds, which warrants, I 
am informed, have been redeemed by him. 

Again, atriis extra session, an act was passed authorizing the 
saci er to.pay the per diem and mileage of members, as shown 
by the certificates of the presiding officers. It will be seen that in 
neither of these cases could the Auditor take official cognizance of 
these disbursemenis, and that the Treasurer could not receive his 
proper credits upon the books of the Auditor of State, with whom 
he is required to seitle quarterly, and io account for all moneys re- 
ceived and paid out by him. Accordingly, the Treasurer now re- 
mains charged in this office with money which he claims to have 
paid out on the above warrants. 

Also, at the extra session, an act was passed authorizing the 
Governor to borrow of the School Fund $40,000, and deposit with 
the Treasurer, and to take of him duplicate receipts, one of which 
was to be filed with the Secretary of State. This method of keep- 
ing an account of the loan seems to be a novel one, imposing upon 
the Secretary of State a new duty, and one not at all pertaining to 
his department. The Auditor has no official knowledge of the 
transaction. How, then can the School Fund receive its proper 
eredit, and the Treasurer be charged with this amount? 
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This eourse, if pursued, would lead to confusion at once in the 
accounts of the State, and I deem it only necessary to allude to the 
matter to satisfy any one of its impracticability; and that all the 
financial business of the State should be transacted by its proper 
financial officers. It will be seen in the previous statement of dis- 
bursements, that the single item of “State Printing and Binding" 
amounts to $4, 047 69, the legitimate result of the act passed by 
the last legislature increasing the fees.of that officer. It was made 
retrospective in its action and gave the State printer excessive pay - 
for the work-performed, entirely disproportioned to the salaries or 
fees of other State officers. Up to the time of the taking effect of 
this law, the then State printers, Mahony & Dorr, had printed blanks 
ior which they received under the old law $1,076 50. By the ret- 
rospeciive action of this law their fees for the same work was $4,- 
006 15, making an increase of 82.089 65. This less amount to- 
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gether with a cleinnof 50,164 19 for work done in 1852~8, paid 
to Win. H. Merritt, is included in the item of SELGET 69, leaving 
the amount paid for work done during the past two years $81,- 

203 85, of which Mahony & Dorr, previous to the expiration of 
their term, received $19,942 28; Ballard & Lathrop $18 00, and

The above claim of Wm. H. Merritt was paid during the admin- 
istration of my predecessor, and in accordance with the opinion of 
the Attorney General It was for: work done as State printer in 
the years 18523, and for which 1 he had, in” BY opinion, recelved 
full compensation at the established rates. 1 I would iberciose rec- 
ommend that the matter be investigated, and, if deemed advisable, 
shat prosecution be commenced f for its recovery. 


I wonld most earnestly recommend a revision of the revenue 
laws. By consulting with nearly every County Treasurer in the 
State, and many of the County Judges, I find that they are of the 
opinion that some better system should be established; and were I 
‘to close this report without calling your attention to this matter, 

and pointing out the defects of the ,present system, I should feel 
that one very important object in making a report had been ne- 
> glected. ` | 


Under the present system, the tax-payer is furnished with a half 
Gi 1 
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sheet containing on one page a blank on which to list his property, 
and on the other page is the law in relation to listing property.— ` 
These blanks, constitute five-sixths of the” total” EPC for 
state printing done during the last two years. . 

I perhaps can in no other way make the matter so plain as to 
show what the actual cost will be to furnish those blanks as re- 
quired by law, for the next assessment. In the first place then, it 
will require three hundred reams of paper, which have been fur- 
nished the State printer at a cost of $3,50 per Team, making total 
cost of paper $1,050. | 

Three hundred reams of paper if printed in assessment blanks, 
according to the present law, will make 1200 reams of work, and

Again, suppose, we, take for example the county of Lee, for which 
it will require 37 reams of blanks the cost of which would be for 
printing $281, and for paper,864,75, and freight to Fort Madison, 
$8,00, making total cost for that county' $353,75. 

These lists. (3600 in number in the case alluded to above), when 
completed, are returned to the County Judge, and are in bad shape 
` and condition, on account of the number of separate pieces, to be 
safely preserved. . l 
' ¿I have procured a book in which to list property for taxation, 
and herewith submit-it, tor your examination, recommending ¡its 
adoption, and future use. it will be seen thatiby listing property 
in this manner, each tax-payer, as a general thing, would only re- 
quire oreda dE part of a sheet, or one line acr 088 the book, in- 
stead of one half sheet, as under the present system. To take the 
next assessment under the system proposed would require, a half 
quire book of medium paper for each township ,which would take 
80 reams of paper costing about $200. The cost of printing the 
headings would be, at the present prices about $1,000; cost of rul- 
ing would be $60,00; cost of binding $600; cest ot ranea ig to

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and being a saving to the State of $8,359 50. Another great ad- 
vantage gained by this, would be, that when the assessment is ta- 
ken in this way, it is in a condition to be preserved. 

I would also recommend that the law in relation to township 
assessors be repealed, and that county assessors be chosen. It is 
the opinion of all the county officers, with whom I have conversed, 


ot corresponded on the subject, that such a course would be more 


likely to insure uniformity and correctness in the assessments. A 
careful examination of the subjoined tables shows the imperfections 
of the present system, and that under it errors are continually re- 
curring. For instance, by reference to statement “B,” it will be 
seen that Cedar county reports in 1855—360,939 acres of land as- 
sessed, and in 1856 only 354,955, although an additional list of 
lands had been sent from this oftice. Also in Scott county 330,872 
acres were assessed in 1855, while in 1856 only 299,547 acres, mak- 
ing a difference of over 30,000 acres, and in the total valuation, of 
over $330,000. It can hardly be possible that-these 30,000 acres 
in this one county were divided up into town lots,—and the dia- 
crepancy must arise from the negligence, incompetency, and mul- 
titude-of petty officers. 

Again, by reference to statement “C,” it will be seen that in 1855 
Davis county reports the value of town lots to be $71,928, and in 
1856 only $10,722 ;—and. by reference to statement “A,” showing 
the total value of all property assessed in 1855 and 1856, it will be 
seen that Dubuque county has increased in valuation nearly 100 
per cent, and Delaware county, adjoining Dubuque, has shown an . 
increase of but little over 25 per cent. 

I would also call your attention to statements L and M, showing 
the average value of lands, horses, cattle, &c., in the different 
counties in 1855 and 1856. In Delaware county the average price 
of land in 1855 was $3 07; horses $56 05,—and in Dubuque coun- 
ty for the same year lands were assessed at an average of $8 97; 
horses $70 60. In Lucas county cattle averaged $4 83, and in 
Clark county, adjoining, they are worth $18 77. 

Such discrepancies appëar in all parts of the tables, and indeed, 
in the employment of sò many assessors, it can hardly be expected 
that uniformity, or anything approaching equalization of apprai- 
salg and taxation can be secured.

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The law at present provides that all a are due on the first of 
January, yet frequently not more than one-half, or one-third is col- 
lected previous to that date. This is in consequence of the trifling 
penalty annexed, it being only 25 per cent. I think 'the penalty 
should be increased to 50 per cent, which would be more likely 
to insure promptness in paying taxes: The principal part of the 
expenses of the State are paya able during January and February, 
or just at the close of the session of the General Assembly, and 
frequently the State is ser iously embarrassed on aecount of the 
want of the necessary funds for the redemption of warrants. 

The duties of the Auditor of State, at no time light, have re- 
cently, on account of the rapid progress, improvement, and pros- 
perity of the State, increased to a: very great extent. The law al- 
lows him a deputy, but makes ne provision for his compensation. 
This is practically denying him any assistance. l 

I would therefore most i respectfully suggest that such provision 
be made, and that a salary be granted í to Die Deputy auditor of at 
least eight hundred dollire. 


In conclusion Í will briefly allude to the growing prosperity of 


our Young State.

The undersigned, two of the commissioners appointed to revise 
the school laws of Iowa, under the act of the General Assembly 
passed July 14th, 1856, beg leave to report, 


That they deeply regret the inability of the other commissioner, 
Mr. Bissell, to render his services in aid of their important enter- 
prise. They were relying upon him to furnish them with that local 
“knowledge so essential to all just and wise legislation. As his ab- 

sence has entirely deprived them of this benefit, the General As- 


` sembly must perceive that the want of it must render their labors, 


to some extent, imperfect. | 


In undertaking the task assigned Hen in pursuance of this act, 
they have been fally aware, both of the difficulties in the way of 
its successful accomplishment, and of the vastly important results 
that await its proper performance. They found the previous legis- 
lation of this State upon this great subject, in the main, judicious 
in its provisions, but frag gmentary in its character, lacking i in gene- 
ral aims, and entirely wanting in unity or completeness. 

In consulting the experience of other States upon this subject, 
they found a multitude of provisions; many of them analagous in 
character: some of them peculiar, based upon states and condi 
tions of things not elsewhere existing ; and all of them the gradual 
growths of time and necessity; the creation of exingencies that , 
might themselves have ceased; and developed under influences ' 


that may have been temporary in their exercise. : — '

Here, for the first time, a great State, situated in the centre of a 
mighty Union, possessing exhaustless resources of agricultural and 
„mineral wealth, binding together its various parts by a net-work of 
iron, demands a system of public instruction adequate to the full 
development of its great physical resources, and of the intellect 
and. moral power of its people. Such a system can only result 
from organization so perfectly constituted as never to conflict with 
each other: so harmonious in action as ever to furnish mutual aids; 
and so entire and complete as that one spirit shall pervade the 
whole. For the perfecting of such a system, your commissioners” 
have found no adequate. guides, in the experience of other States. 
They have, therefore, been compelled in many instances to rely up- 
on their own sense of what provisions would prove sound and ben- 
eficial, when submitted ,to the touch-stone of practice. 

The results of their MWE are embodied i in the act, or acts, here- 
with presented. They desire here simply to state a few of the 
principles wpon which they have proceeded, and of the reasons. 
by which they have been guided and ai 

These principles have been four i in number. » 


\ 


1. That every youth in lowa is entitled to receive an education 
in the elements of knowledge ; that every one desiring it is entitled 
to have facilities afforded for a further progress; and that those 
originally endowed with large capacities should be stimulated to 
improve them by the ER prospect of having their education 
furnished as a reward of ‘en merit, scholarship, and good beha- 
vior, provided the State might thereafter secure to itself the SEH 
of their services. 

2. That education, to be successful, must become a distinet and 
separate pursuit and, business, having its ovn laws and principles: 
its own means and agencies; its own pervading spirit. That the 
human mind, although a living, spiritual organization, possessing 
inherent active tendencies requires, nevertheless, to be tutored 
and trained in accordance with method and system, to produce the 
full and complete development of all its powers snd capacities. 

3. That as property, material: wealth, owes its existence to mind, 
it ought, in return, to furnish adequate means by which the intel- 
lect and moral power of the State can be brought ont and devel- 
oped in all their varieties of application, 
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4. that to complete a pike system of education, three elements 
are necessary. These are the organizing, the financial, and the ed- 
` ucational. The first two mentioned are only important as they af 
fect the last, and the first is wholly expended in the advancement 
of the other two. | 


. In regard to the financial department, the commissioners have 
been desirous of making a liberal provision for adequate common 
school instruction; and also tó supply the growing wants for high ` 
Academic or Polytechnic schools to meet the demands of the fu- 
ture. They have devolved upon ‘the taxable property of the dis- 
trict the duty of furnishing school houses; of properly equipping 
them; of finding them in fuel; and of onde: and sustaining 
district libraries; and of providing necessary apparatus. They 
have ereated a motive in the inhabitants of the district to do this, 
by subjecting their property to a county tax, and rendering their 
participation in it conditioned upon their Having a E kept, and 
the proper returns made. ` | | 


They have devolved upon the taxable property of the county the 
duty of raising, for common sehool purposes, the same amount as 
that portion of the publie school money which it receives by ap- 
portionment of the county superintendent. In doing this, they 
have only adopted the same principle as that which for almost forty 
years was acted upon by the State of New York, and under which 
the school system of that State has mainly grown up to its present 
state of prosperity. It was only abandoned i in that State, when a 
more onerous system of taxation for school purposes was required 
and substituted for it; while, in the State of Iowa, if a rigid econ- 
omy is exercised, and the unsold lands judicionsly managed in, re- 
gard to their sales, it may well be donbted whether such onerous 
system will ever be rendered necessary. 


Your commissioners cannot regard any system of public instruc- 
tion as complete, without some liberal provision for institutions of 
learning higher than the primary school, where the simplest ele- 
ments of knowledge only are taught. They have accordingly 
made a provision for a high, Academic, or Polytechnic School, as 
soon as the population of a county reaches the number of 20,000. 
This they have made a part of the common school system, being 
well satisfied that under that system, these higher institutions will 
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“meet with better enconragement, acquire greater strength and vig- 


or, and dispense more certain benefit to the community, than un- 
der any other. A population of 20,000 would scarcely feel the 
pressure of the annual $3,000 tax for six years, and of the $1,000 
tax annually thereafter, to found and sustain a high Academic or 
Polytechnie school, while the value of the educated mind, which 
would be annually reared into a higher style of life and action 
would transcend all powers of estimate, either as regards itself, or 
the pecuniary benefit it might confer upon the public. 

For the State University they have made no provision beyond 
what the law now gives, with the exception of providing for the 
Normal Department out of the common school fand, which they 
have regarded as obviously just, that department belonging i in fact 
to the common school system, and standing at the head of it. 


The commissioners have made a four-fold division of the organi- 
zing forces embraced in their system. They have organized the 
district, the county, the State, and the special organizations of the 
high, Academic, or Polytechnic School, and Stato University. 

The district organization has in it nothing peculiar. The man- 
ner of creating the district board of directors, as also the time for 
which it is created, are taken from the common school system of 
Ohio, while the general duties confided to it are similar to those 
devolved upon distr ict trustees in several States of the Union. It 
is designed to be mer ely local, and to embrace all those local ob- 


Jects and expenses which are ordinarily matters of district cogni- 
* zance. a 


Your commissioners, however, feel bound to say that they have 
presented this organization simply i in reference to the existing state 
of things. Their own settled convictions are, that the whole dis 
trict system, as stated in the bill, should be promptly discontinued, 
and that of making each civil township a district, substituted in its 
place. The following are some of the reasons which have led to 


~ this conviction.

1. It facilitates and greatly simplifies the organization of districts. 
. It gives much fewer occasions for controversies relative to 
boundaries 
3. It greatly reduces the number of district boards of directors, 
and consequently limits the expenses attending these boards.

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4. It diminishes very si number of presidents of these 

boards, and thus renders the ahnual meetings of the county board 

of examiners and presidents of the district boards far less nume- 

rous in attendance, better calculated for business purposes, and less 
expensive. . 


5. It renders the position of president of the board more honor- 
able, makes it a higher mark of distinction, gives a larger scope 
for a choice, and will tend to secure for it a higher grade of talent 
and attainment. | 


6. It.equalizes among a large community the bur dons imposed 
in the erection, repairs, and outfit of school houses; offers much 
greater facilities and inducements to establish district libraries and, 
to sustain and increase them. 


7. It tends to a more equal participation in the benefit of the 
common school fund. | 


8. It annihilates, and forever, the possibility of cutting up a pop- 
ulation into small destricts, to which the district system so frequent- 
ly leads. 


9. It gives to each family in the distri ict the choice of schools to ` 
which to send, and sometimes of districts, after the location of 
school houses is decided upon. 


A 


10. It leads to the creation of more commodious school-houses, 
with larger accourmmodations and means of instruction. 

11. It tends to secure the services of more accomplished teach- 
ers, the accommodations being better, and the choice of schools 
furnishing the strongest motives to keep them in the best manner. 


12. It offers facilities for classifying those of different ages and 
attainments. and of employing different grades of teachers in their 


instruction. 


So fully convinced are your commissioners of the wiser policy of 
instituting the township in the place of the district, and thus of 
avioding Alis small district organization, that they her ewith present 
to your ‘honorable body an act based wpon the township system, in 
which they have stated at large all the provisions peculiar to that 
system, and given such dir ections as will lead to its easy adoption if 
desirable. 


In regard to county organizations, your commissioners have cen- 


te: \ 
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“tered in oue nti the county superintendent, subject to some 
slight modifications by the superintendent of public instruction, all 
the actual power exercised for school purposes, over the whole 
county. He unites the financial and visitorial power, and stands 
intermediate between the State and district organizations. 

The cominissioners have devolved upon the county superinten- 
dent the duty of attending to all the school lands in his county, as 
well the sixteenth sections in each township, as such portions of 
the five hundred thousand acres as may be located within its limits. 
These officers are far better situated to attend to the school lands 
within their own counties than the'superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. By thus dividing the responsibility among the various coun- 
ty superintendents, and placing it upon those favorably situated for 
undertaking it, the commissioners feel corifident they have secured 
a greater deg ree of attention, and a less liability to loss. The coun- 
ty superintenda nis in this system are important officers, and in 
those counties in which large portions of the five hundred thousand 
acres, or Investments from their sales, are situated, they should be 
remunerated beyond the amount of their salary. | 

Your conmissioners could not deem the educational system of 
any state Complete without a liberal provision for Teachers Insti-. 
tutes. This feature gives to the systems of Massachusetts and 
New York a decided superiority over those of other States, and 
from its highly beneficial cifects as there displayed, every new 
State should be admonished of the propriety, nay, necessity of its 
adoption.- The provisions they have: made for that purpose does 
not, however, contemplate their immediate organization. It is 
pr‘ ospectite, and only become operativë when the wants, demande, 
and necessities of education shall require it. The movement must 
first proceed from the teachers. They must bear their own expen- 
ses. Those incidentally incurred, for room , lights, fuel, &c., as also 
those for instruction, are to be borne by ae State. The Legislature 

can, if they prefer, take the appropriation from the income of the 
common school fund, but the commissioners have deemed it a pro- 
per case for the State to.furnish it from its own resources. 

In the State of Massachusetts the pla ices Where these institutions 
are held have felt a sufficient interest in them: to induce them to 
furnish gratuitously, board and accommodations to the teachers. 

With the State superintendent of public instruction, subject to 


i 
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the advice and reconimendation of the State board of education, they 
have lodged the State supervision of the whole system. While his 
finansial duties are less onërous than those of the county superin- 
tendents, every other is, of a higher character, and demands for 


its performance the highest order of talent, attainments, and char-: 


acter. 


The special organizations of the high Academic or Polytechnic 
‘school and the State University require no particular comment, ex: 
cept in their connection with the educational part of their system. 


The entire system of public instruetion which your commission- 
ers here present, seeks the attainment of three leading objects. 


The first, is to render as universal, and as perfect as possible, the 
system of elementary or common school instruction. 

The second, is to offer facilities in higher institutuiions for a 
much more advanced style of culture. 

The third, to animate every youthtul mind, and encourage to ef- 


fort by holding out this higher style of cuite as a reward for 
good conduct, strict application, and scholar-like attainments. . 


To secure the first of these objects, they have endeavored so to 
arrange the financial element as to enable the several -districts, by 
amply compensating for services, to command those of the best 

‘qualified teachers. No common school system can ever succeed, 
where the compensation is so meagre as to encourage only those of 
the most ordinary talents and attainments to embark in it. Al 
though the teacher should have higher aims and objects than mere 
pecuniary recompense, yet it must be obvious that the grade of 
compensation is not only i impor tant as furnishing a means of i1ving, 
but also as indicating the high or low estimate EE a community 
places upon the dadi ot the service. Although the commis- 
sioners have endeavored to secure compëtency by examination and 
certificate, yet they have more confidence in being able to obtain it 
through an appreciating community, evidenced by a remuneration 
corresponding with the real importance of the services rendered. 


Another object which.the commissioners have had in view, in 
forming this system, is to employ in its development the greatest 
possible number of individuals. This not only benetits by securing 


| 
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the services, but also enlists the sympathies and active co-opera- 
tion of those employed, and confers upon education itself the addi- 
tional advantage of exalting it in the estimation ot the community. 
They have accordingly provided for several honorary employments, 
such as presidents of district boards of directors, and various com- 
mittees of examination, by which they hope to secure the servi- 
ces of such high-minded intelligent men, as are willing to seek 
their reward in the grateful feelings of a community whose higher 
Interests they are thus unselfishly ia 


Another consideration which has demanded a large share of the 
attention of your Commissioners is the efficient organization of the 
visatorial power. To establish a District School, and allow it to 
pursue its solitary conrse unnoticed and ann its merits unac- 
knowledged, its defects unexposed, is very little better than having 
none at all; thus situated it will simply vegetate. It can live only 
in the approving smile and the favorable regard of men. They 
have, therefore, rendered the frequent exercise of the visitorial 
power a matter of duty. This will necessarily tend to make the 
District School known, to proclaim its merits, and to expose and 
cure its defects. 


Your Commissioners have also been largely idiozia by the 
_convictions derived from their own experience. That the cause of 


education i is best promoted by affording those interested in it fre- 


quent opportunities of meeting together; of comparing their ob- 
served facts, and discussing the principles invalved in them, as 
well as all other matters relating to the general subject. From 
this careful collection of facts, and free interchange of thoughts, 
in the reasonings to which they give rise, have often been evolved 
new plans, methods, and arrangements, which have been greatly 
promotive of educational interests. With this view your Commis- 
sioners have rendered it the duty of the several superintendents, 
and the presidents of district boards of directors, in their respec- 
tive counties, to meet once in each year in council, providing also 
that the Superintendent of Public Istruction shall be present at as 
many of these meetings as possible. They have also required a 
similar meeting to-be had each year between the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction and the several county superintendents, and 
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also between the members of the State Board of Education.— 
These provisions are, most of them, new, and the Commissioners 
anticipate good from their adoption. . | 


Your Commissioners will allude, but to one additional feature of 
the act Submitted: that relative to the free scholarships subject to 


the obligations to teach, established by it in the State University. 
This is not, to their ea embodied, in all its details, in any 


other system of public instruction. In fact no other State possesses 


a University so organized as to admit of it in the manner here pro- 
vided. Its rejection of college classes; its adoption of independ- 


ent departments; its rendering classical attainments unnecessary 


to secure an entrance into several of these last mentioned, opens 
the doors of the University, in respect to these departments, to a 
large class of young mën, who desite to fit themselves for the com- 
mon pursuits of life, to whom the college must remain entirely 
closed. Your Commissioners have availed themselves of this plan 
of organization, and made use of it as a means of elevating the 
condition of the primary schools of the State. They desire to ex- 
cite everywhere among the young a noble ambition to be service- 
able to the State and than fellow men; an honest and faithful en- 
deavor to earn, by good conduct, and scholarly attainments, the 
proud distinction of being prepar ed! for the State University. They 
desire to make the highest! education-—not free, because then it is 
too apt to: be valued at its cost—but a pr ivilege to be purchased. 
And this privilege is not pur chasable with money, but with head 
and heart labor—a labor which, while it gives knowledge, confers 
a far richer boon—the power of making stil higher and loftier at- 
tainments. They desire to send into every family of Iowa now, 
and through all future time, a spirit-stirring impulse, an animating 
principle, which shall penetrate the depths of every young heart, 
. and arouse the latent energies of every young spirit, and thus car- 
ry. forward the common school system into the fullest and comple- 
test realization of its glorioüs mission. They submit that the young 
State of Iowa owes it to herself, after having rejected the clog of 
human servitude, and banished the evils of intemperance, to adopt 
such an educational system as will develope in harmonious propor- 
tions, and push to their extremest litmits, both the intellect and the 
moral power of each coming gener ation.

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Your Commissioners now feel that their task is ended. Im the 
spirit of their recommendation to enlist in this great cause the un- 
paid services of others, they beg to present this result of their la- 
bors free of all charge, except for necessary expenses. It only re- 
mains for them to await, with no small solicitude, that legislative 
action upon which, in their judgment, hang snch important conse- 
quences for the future.  — |

! [allowed the said tract to be forfeited under these circumstan- 
ces, and Mr. Gower became the second purchaser. If I erred in. 
this, I did it ignorantly, and acted in good taith, supposing I could 
not compel Mr. Gower to take the land at his first bid, nor did -it 
enter my mind, that there had been any under standing between Mr. 
Gower and the forfeiting parties. If I had, I certainly should not 
have offered the lands the second time; ‘but up to this time, and 
until after the close of the entire sale, I did not suspect such a 
thing, and supposed the parties above named -had all left town, to 
avoid paying what they considered more than the lands were worth, 
which they had bid off under the excitement of strong competition. 
Ido not wish to appear as the apologist of Mr. Gower, or any 
one else who may be supposed to have acted in bad faith in this 
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matter,and only make these statements in justification of my own 
course. If any improper means have been resorted to by any one, 
by which any of the lands which I sold, have been obtained un- 
fairly, or at a less price than they should have been sold for, I will 
cheerfully give them up, or if otherwise, I am willing to take a 
small advance on my investment, believing that the average of the 
lands in which I am interested, were sold at their full value. 

Ithink that any one who was present at the sale, will at least 
give me credit for using my best efforts to make the University lands 
bring.the highest possible figure, and that no one will accuse me 
of any ünfairness or partiality in favor of any one. 

It wil be apparent that if I had been disposed to favor Mr. 
Gower in obtaining the lands as low as possible, on account of any 
interest that I might have expectéd to have in them, nearly the 
whole of the $1,600 paid by him over and above the appraised 
value, might have been saved.

Mr. Hart replies that he had issued fifteen patents for University 
lands. The law regulating the issue of those patents by he Regis- 
ter of the State Land Office, is to be found in the act creating that 
office, from which I take the following extract: 

Sec. 7. No patents for any portion of the State lands now set 
apart for educational purposes, shall issue, except upon the written 


requisition of the superintendent ot public instruction, which re- ` 


quisition the Register of the State Land Office shall n and record, 
—See laws of 1854-55, p. 224. | 
— Ihad never required any patents to issue, but finding from this 
letter that some had been issued contrary to law, I thought it pro- 
per to address the Register the letter on that subject, of which you 
have a copy above, positively forbidding the issue of any more pa- 
tents, and to vrithhold those already issued. 
I am not required by law to give any reason for not ordering the 
issue of patents, but it is left to my discretion. To the best of my 


judgment , said lands, bid off for these officers, were worth much. 


more than they sold for, and at this time, it is my candid belief 
that they are worth at current rates, at least $100,000 00, where 
they only realized under the peculiur circumstances of the sale, 


45,661 01. This gain might have been accruing to the School 
Fund, instead of some of its officers, and hence my action in the 
premises. 

Those sales were illegal and are void, and tës for the E 
Assembly to confirm a loss in this one sale, to the Educational Fund 
of some seventy-five thousand dollars, or confirm an illegal and 
fraudulent transaction by special act, without which no title can 
rest in these nominal purchasers, 

It seems further, that after the Register of the State Land Office 
had issued fifteen patents for University ] mds, contrary to law, 
and wholly without authority, and after my »ositive instructions to 
him to withhold those fifteen reported as issued, and after my point- 
ing out to him the law, and positively prohibi ting him from issuing 
any patents, that thirty-f four more patents were issued by Mr. Hart, 
Register, &c.

To protract the services on Sabbath would be to require additional 
duties of the officers, whose compensation does not now sufficiently 
reward them for their services.

Nearly two yeaîs experience in matters relating to the Peniten- 
tiary, will, 1 think, warrant me in saying, that there are many de- 
tecis in and about the prison, as well as in the law for its regula- 
tion and government. Many i improvements are necessary for the 
safety, comfort and health of the convicts. The whole prison is 
behind the age. |

The cells are small and unwisely constructed in regard to the 
health and safety of the convicts. Im their construction little re- 
gard bas been had to -light, warmth and ventillation; what 
was intended for, and is now used for ventilators, serve as perfect 
whispering tubes for the convicts. Under these cirenmstances, it 
is impossible to prevent them from frequently conferring with each 
other, and concocting schemes, of mischief and escape. While 
these things exist, perfect discipline, subordination or reform, can- 
not reasonably bè expected. 


If in the construction of these ceils punishment rather than re- 
formation of the convicts was the desi gn, then it has been fully at 
| tained. 


The room now of necessity used as a hospital, is small (14 by 
10 1-2 feet,) and ye. we have - obliged to crowd no less than 
five patients in : «i the same time. Itis also inconvenient, of ac-. 
cess, and unit for the sale kae ping of convicta. ,

| There has as yet been no provisions made by law for the safe 
keeping of female convi icis. There is now one of this class of un- 
fortunares in confinement, and for want of suitable accommo- 
dations the Warden has been obliged, by order of the Inspectors, 
to receive her into his family. She is in feeble heaith, and is al- 
most entirely sustained by fis means. Thisis & soarce of much 
annoyance, and an escape of this convict, world be unavoidable, 


should she at any time make the effort. 
L 


The walls of the prison consist ot a plank fence much decayed 
by age. The convicis are only kept within them by the vigilance 
of the guards. The convicts seeing their inefliciency, are often 
tempted to scale them: To be compelled to shoot them down un- 
der these circumstances, appears IR in the extreme. It was 
in one of these late attemnts to escape, one was killed and another 
severely wounded. 


D 
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The compensation of the guards is inadequate to sufficiently re- 
munerate them for their services. The same may be in truth said 
in. relation to all the salaries of the officers attached to the institu- 
tion. They are not sufficient to secure the services of faithful, efh- 


cient, and competent men. | 


I have experienced much embarrassment in the performance of 
my duties of Warden, in not having sufficient authority, by law, 
to enable me to control the conduct of those under me. While 
held in heavy bonds for the faithful conducting of the affairs of the 
prison, the Warden cannot, without the consent of the Inspectors, 
remove a subordinate officer for neglect of duty, an act of disobe- 
dience, or for any improper conduct. If held responsible for their 
conduct, it would seem proper he should be invested with authori- 
ty to control their action in this respect. If the Inspectors decline 
or neglect to remove, the Warden may appeal to the Governor, 
who, after reasonable notice to the Inspectors, and not hearing from 
them upon the subject, may appoint othersin their place. Whilethis 
course is in progress much evil may result. Or if the Warden had 
the power to remove as well as to appoint, subject to an appeal to 
the Inspectors in case of aggrievances, much evil that now exists, 
and made the subject of complaint, would be avoided. 

The claims against the Penitentiary are many of them of long 
standing, and ought in justice to be met by an appropriation for 


‘that purpose. I trust this matter will receive your early atten- 


tion. i 

In as much as no report has been made by the Prison Physician, 
and as the subject of the health of the conviets has been alluded 
to in a manner calculated to create a'false impression to the preju- 
dice of the Warden, I respectfully refer you to exhibit F, of my re- 
port, where the whole amount of sickness that has prevailed in the 
prison is shown; and in order that the whole subject may be bet- 
ter understood, I will state that the contract of Messrs: Winterbo- 
tham & Jones (the lessces of the prison) with the State requires 
the State to furnish them the labor of able bodied men only. If 
from feeble health, or accident to a convict of any kind, which 
renders him unable to perform the work of an able bodied man, he 
is rejected by the lessees and reported upon the sick list, per- 
haps he might perform BOSS labor if it were provided for him. 
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Mr. W. & J. are engaged in manufacturing, a raw hand enters the 
prison unaccustomed to the use of tools and machinery, receives 
injuries which disables him from performing what the lessees term 
a days work, the consequence is he enters the sick list until he is: 
enabled to return to labor, or the contractors are willing to re- 
ceive him. | — 

To further illustrate, this matter of ven will report a few 
casés which have occurred since I have had charge of the prison; 
cases in which food could not have had any effect in producing. 
Although I have before said but little severe sickness has pr evail- 
ed in the prison, the cases to which I refer, will, 1 think, not con- 
flict-with that assertion. 

No. 1. Age 51 years. Received April, 1855, in poor health ; 
early in June, 1855, attacked with disease of ches: and abdomen, 
and has remained feeble and unfit for labor ever since. The pbysi- 
cian has reported him incurable. 


No. 2. Age 67. Received last December, in feeble health. The 
court, on account of his health and infirmities, sentenced him for 
two years without labor. He also bas been unable to perform onë 
days work, and the probability is he will not survive the winter. — 
"His enso also bafles the skill of the physician. x 


No. 3. Was attacked early in January, last, with liver complaint, 
and was ordered by the physician into the hospital, where he re- 
mained untilthe 21st of September, last, wheu by the assistance 
of outsiders he effected his escape. i 


“No. 4. Convicted of murder, end sentenced for life. In the ear- 
ly part of last summer his health and mind both failed. He is now 
as feeble in body and mind as a child of six years of age. Itis 
said that this man exhibited signs of derangement previous to the 
commission of his crime. | 


Noe 4 and 5. Entered the prison in the summer and fall of 1855, 
both laboring under disease induced, by licentiousness. They both 
kept their disease concealed fr om the officers and physician until 
it had made such progress as to resist the effects of medicine.— 
Both of these men have labor red a portion of their time. They are 
now upon the sick list, and the report of the physician is that he 
ean do but little for their relief. They are unsafe men—we dare 
not admit them into the hospital for regular treatment. |

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No. T. In May last made an attempt to escape, in which attempt 
he was shot by the guard and severely wounded. He was ordered

into the hospital by the physician, until the 21st of September, 
when he effected an escape in the same manner as No. 3. 

By a careful comparison of these cases with exhibit B, before re- 
ferred to, nearly'the whole amount of sickness there reported will 
be accounted for. ^ ZEN 

It may not beimproper to add that many of the prisoners enter the 
prison with impaired health and constitut tions, caused by habits of 
intemperance and licentiousness. In some instances they conceal 
their diseases irom the officers’ of the prison until they make such 
progress as to render their succes ssful treatment and cure difficult 
if not impossible. | 

In no instance within my knowledge has improper food been 
dealt out to the convicis, nor has there even been a deficiency 
in quantity. “When the State failed in means to procure provis- 
ions for them, or necessary hospital stores for the sick and com- 
plaming, I have never failed to advance liberally of my own 
means. For the advances thus made, I have in no instance re-

The rules and regulation of the prison, adopted by the Board of 


Inspectors, and appr oved by the Governor, makes it the duty of the 

clerk and commissary to deal oni the rations to the prisoners. They 
have also prescribed Gietic regulations tor the prison. {f he refu- 
ses or neglects to perform these duties, they have, uivested them- 
selves with power to remove him from ‘office. Section 3132 also 
afiords them suflicient power to remove any officer of the prison 
for neglect of duty, (except the Warden). ian unabie, therefore,

To the General Assembly of 
` the State of Iowa: 


The undersigned were appointed Commissioners “ to locate and 
superintend the erection of a building to be used as an Asylum for 
the Insane of the State of Iowa, at or near Mt. Pleasant, in SE 
county” by an act of the General gaii approved Jannary 2 
1855. 3 

The 11th section of the act requires the Coli “to report 
their proceedings to the next session of the General Assembly.”— 
In accordance with this provision they beg leave to submit the fol- 
lowing report :— 

On the 15th March, 1855, in dischar ge of their duties, the Com- 
missioners proceeded to Mt. Pleasant, and made, for two days, a 
careful and thorough examination of the land in the vicinity of that 
place, and, on the 17th of the same month, purchased from Huldah 
Evans a tract of land containing one hundred and seventy-three 
acres, situated south-east of Mt. Pleasant, and about one mile from 


the Court House. For this tract the Commissioners paid the sum of . 


twenty-five dollars per acre, and are gratified to state that the same 
could now be sold for at least one hundred dollars per acre. A 
deed to the State of Iowa was made by Mrs. Evans for the land, 
which was recorded in the office of the recorder of deeds of Henrv 
‘county. e 
This farm is «ne of the most gt in the State, and is admi- 
rably adapted to the purpose for which it was purchased. Near 


the centre the ground is elevated, and from the Asylum, which is : 


i 


n 
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located here, the beautiful scenery of the surrounding country can 
be overlooked, ¡The ground falls off gently from this point on all: 
sides, affording every possible facility fór drainage. A stone quarry 
opened on the farm has furnished all the material for the foundation 
of the building, and several springs supply a suflicient amount of 
water for stock. | 


About one-third of the tract is woodland, and the remainder has 
been cultivated as a farm, which has elways been recognized as one 
of the most fertile and productive in the neighborhood. “There is 
not an acre of the tract which cannot be cultivated. The Burling- 
ton and Missouri River R. R. passes about one mile, and the Bur- 
lington and Mt. Pleasant plank road about one-third of a mile to 
the north-east of the site of the Asylum buildings. 


The farm does not lie immediately on any road, which fact the 
Commissioners. took into consideration before the purchase was 
made. They preferred that the Asylum buildings and grounds 
should be at a convenient distance from the public thoroughtare.— 
For the purpose of affording access to the grounds they purchased 
from Fred Barnes a parcel of land cne hundred feet wide, extending 
from the Burlington and Mt. Pleasant plank road to the farm, for 
the sum of one hundred dollars. Mr. Barnes made a deed to the 
State of lowa for this piece of land, which was filed for record with 
the recorder of deeds of Henry county. This road belongs to, and 
is entirely under the control of, the, State, and when properly Mac- 
adamized, and skirted with trees, will be a mostibeautiful avenue. 

Section 9th of the “Act to establish a State Insane Asylum” au- 
thorizes the Commissioners “to make such temporary arrangements 
for the amelioration of the Insane òf the State, as to them may seem 
necessary and prudent" &c. EN 


In discharge of this duty under this section the Commissioners 
addressed letters to the officers of every county in the State making 
inquiry in regard to the number, condition, &c., of the insane in 
their respective counties. The replies to their i inquiries satisfied the ` 
Commissioners that from the large number of insane persons through- 
out the State, it would be impossible to afford the relief intended by 
the Legislature without the erection of a temporary Asylum, or 
Asylums, which would have required nearly as large an expenditure 
of money as the permanent building for the same purpose. It was

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therefore determined to make nó temporary arrangement for the 
Insane of the State, but to press forward as rapidly as pon Me the 


building of the State Asylum. 


Section 4th of the act referred to authorizes the Commissioners 


“to visit the Illinois St tate Asylum, and any other which they may 


deem necessary to visit before' determining upon a plan of the ` 


building,” &c. | 


The Commissioners upon inquiry ascertained that in several of 
the Eastern States Insane Asylums had recently been built, or were 
in process of erection, which contained all the most recent improve- 
ments in architectural construction, heating, ventiiation and lighting 
of such institutions, and having learned from the highest authoritv, 
that it was their duty to make themselves fully acquainted with the 
trust confided to them, made a personal examination of the follow-

The Commissioners take pleasure in bearing testimony to the 
uniform attention and courtesy extended to them by the Superin- 
tendents and other officers of the above named institutions. 

During the examination of these Asylums they became fally ap- 
prised of the responsibilities of their dnties, and satisfied themselves 
how wholly uninformed the greater ‘portion of the people of the 
State, including themselves, were in regard to the amount necessary 
to be e in the erection of a proper building for the Insane. 

They learned that “the location of a hospital for the insane ex- 
erted an important influence on the comfort and happiness of the 
patient "—that “so different from ordinary buildings, or other pub- 
lic structures; are hospitals for the insane that it is hardly ‘possible 
for an architect, however skillful, or a board of Commissioners, how- 
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ever intelligent and well-disposed, unaided to furnish such an insti- 
tution with all the conveniences and arrangements indispensable for 
the proper care and treatment of its patients ”—that “insane per- 
sons, curable or incurable, can be pr operly treated most eheaply in 


a well conducted State institution.” and that “every one concerned 


in providing accommodations for the Insane, may rely upon the fact 
being established by all experience, that the best kind of hospitals 
—not only the best built, but with the most perfect arrangements 
and fixtures of every kind, and managed in the most liberal and 
enlightened manner—are sure to be most economical in the end— 

will fulfill most completely the objects for which they are erected, 
and vee give most satisfaction to every enlightened commu- 
nity.” i

The uniform me of all those di were competent to give in- 
formation was, that an Asylum should be erected as a whole, and 
at once, and not in detached parts, and at different periods—that 
the State of Iowa having before her the experience of other States. 
in regard to Insane Asylums, ought to build one of.the best in the 
United States—that such a building should be erected as would ac- 
commodate about 250 or 300 patients, and at a cost of about $200,- 
000—that if the Commissioners could rely upon the intelligence of 
the Legislature of the State to sustain their action by liberal appro- 
priations, it would be their duty to decide upon a plan, for such a, 
building, but if they could not, then that any attempt to erect an 
Asylum for $50,000, the stun appropriated, ought to be abandoned. 


The Commissioners duly considered this information, and not- 
withstanding the 6th section of the “Act to establish a State Insane 
Asylum" "nita the cost of an Asylum to $50,000, decided to take 
the responsibility of adopting a plan for a building of the most ap- 
proved character and rely for support on the liberality and intelli- 
gence of the Legislature or Iowa.

“Acting upon this decision, the Commissioners applied to Dr. Bell 
ot the McLean Asylum, near Boston, for the plan of a. building, 
who kindly undertook to procure one, and superintend the work of 
the architect. The Commissioners are under many obligations to 
this gentleman, and if the result of their labers shall prove accep- 

table to the public, it will be due in a great measure to the inform- 
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| 
. ation and suggestions received toni Dr. Bell, and Dr. Kirkhide of 


Philadelphia. | A 
The plan furnished by ‘Dr. Bell, and adopted by the Commission- 

ers, is of the Elizabethan style of architecture, and intended for a 
building sufticient to accommodate about three hundred patients.— 
It will cover an area of fifty thousand superficial feet, and the en- 
tire length of the toundation is twenty-two hundred and thirty feet. 
The wings running east and west from the centre building uniform- 
ly are three stories, being forty-two feet high. The-centre part will 
be four stories, or, fifty-four feet, high. The whole outside of the 
building to be cut stone, (that being considered the best material 

for Asylums,) and lined, or backed up, with brick, leaving a vault- 
‘ing, or space for dead air. The interior of the building to be divid- 
“ed into rooms entirely by brick walls, in which are to be carried all 
the fiues for heating and ventilation. The heating will be done by 
hot water or steam, circulating in the basement, and the lighting by 
gas. In a word, the plan is for a building embracing every modern: 
improvement in the construction and internal arrangements of In- 
sane Asylums. | 


After deciding upon the plan, the Commissioners informed and 
satisfied themselves, that a better and cheaper building could be 
erected under the direction of a competent superintendent than by . 
letting the whole work under a contract. They therefore solicited 
Henry Winslow to superintend the erection of the building, who 
has had charge of the same since October 22, 1855, at an annual 
salary of twelve hnndred dollars. 


The work has thus far progressed more cheaply and satisfactorily 
under his direction, than it would have done ifit had been placed 
under contract, Mr. Winslow has fully justified their highest ex- 
pectations, and it is only due to him to say, that they doubt wheth- 
er a more intelligent, industrious, honest and energetic officer, could 
be found anywhere. They are certain that his appointment has 
saved a large amount of money to the State. 

The amount of moneys expended, and labor performed, under the 
direction of Mr. Winslow, the present situation of work on the 
Asylum, mater ials on hand, &e., &c., will be found in his statement . 
hereto annexed, and marked A. 


~ 
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Tn addition to the sum of $50,000 appr opriated by the act of 
January 24th, 1855, the further sum of ,$50,000, and the proceeds 
of the saline lands of the State' were appropr ai by the General 
Assembly at the extra session convened July 2nd, 1856. A state- 
ment of the several amounts appropriated for the Asylum,. and of 
the expenditures made under the direction of the Commissioners, 
will be found in the attached paper marked B. It is proper to say 
in this connection, that many incidental expenses were necessarily 
incurred by the Commissioners and Mr. Winslow in the commence- 
ment of the work, which will not arise again. 


The Commissioners feel confident, that without some obstacles, 
which they at present cannot anticipate, should interpose, the Asy- 
‘lum of the Insane at Mt. Pleasant will be completed in eighteen 
months, cr two years, from this date, provided the General Assem- 
bly shall afford sufficient aid to the work, and they therefore ear- 
 nestly recommend, that an appr opriation of one hundred thousand 
dollars be made at the present session. , ME 


` It is wholly unnecessary for the Commissioners to call the atten- 
tion of the Legislature to the evils of insanity, or to show that no 
age, or condition in life is free from this terrible calamity. It is 
sufficient now to say, in the words of another “that the custody 
and treatment of the Insane are now recognized as among the 
highest duties which every State owes to its citizens. So far as it . 
SE the poor of the State, it is a mere matter of economy, for 
of the recent cases of insanity, properly treated, between 80 and 
90 per cent. recover, but'of those neglected, or improperly man- 
aged, very few get well, Ye | 


In the foregoing report the word “Asylum” has been used, when 
referring to a "Bundino for the Ins: ne. This was done because it is 
the term most fr SE found in the acts of the General Assem- 
bly. The Commissioners believe that “ Hospital’ for the Insane,” 
is a'more correct titie, and recommend ‘that it shall be adopted in 
all future legislation. Tt the name used by “The Association of 
Medical Superintendents of American, Hospitals for the Insane,” 
and by nearly all the new SES for the Insane in the United 
States. 


In concluding this report, it is T — for the Commis- 
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sioners to say, that an Insane Asylum is the most important of all 
the charitable institutions of a State—that the deaf and dumb and 
blind, and other unfortunate! citizens can be accommodated and 
provided for in any comfortable building, but that the insane re- 
quire one that is especially intended for them, and for them aloue. 
There are a large number of insane persons in the State of Iowa, 
and the numerous letters received by the Commissioners on this 
subjcet have shown rhem the imperative necessity of there being 
furnished, as soon us practicable, a proper Asylum for the relief 
and care of. this most afflicted) class of their fellow citizens.

STATE UNIVERSITY. 


\ 


| With the large fund possessed by the State for University pur- 
poses, there is no reason why an early and thorough organization 
should be longer deferred. Our means are ample and the necessity 
pressing. The Institution should now be in practical operation. 
The proper building for its use is now the-principal desideratum. 
In its peculiar features and general osga anization, I would recom- 
mend the General Assembly to exercise a vigilant guardianship, to 
the end that Party Politics and ‘Religious ci be abso- 
lute and totally excluded from its walls. There is such'a natural 
tendency of the devotees of every particular theory and creed to 
seek to stamp upon the minds of youth their own governing views 
and motives, that no compromise with the evil can be tolerated.— 
It is well that society'is divided into parties and creeds, butin such 
an institution as our State University, these nde dë elements 
which work good to the world at large outside, would, e pro- 
duce only discord and destruction. 

By no means would I be understood as recommending the exclu- 
sien of all teaching on these subjects, but rather that only proper 
text books on Political Economy and Theology, such as are of gen- 
eral acceptance, should be’ used and commented on. Otherwise

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the control of the University and its Fund might become an object 
ofrivalry between creeds and parties, by means of which to dis- 
seminate doctrines odious to the advocates of a different faith, per- 
haps as pure, but less successful in the scramble for the spoils. 

At this time many parents, citizens of this State, are sending 
their children to Colleges and Universities abroad. There should at 
least be no necessity for their so doing. The General Assembly 
now have it in their power to put in operation a University second 
in merit and magnitude to no ‘similar institution in the country.— 
Our “Fund” is sufficient, and State pride, as well as a high regard 
for the full educational interests of our people alike urge at your 
hand, the early appropriation of a suitable building ready for use, 
or the erection of a new one. : |

A NORMAL SCHOOL, 


In addition to the educational facilities now afforded by the 
State, I would recommend that the General Assembly provide for 
a State Normal School, to be located at some central and accessi- 
ble point in the State. It should be open throughout the year, and 
furnished with such a Library, Scientific Apparatus, and compe- 
tent instructors, and require in its attendants so thorough and prac- 
tical a course of education, that its graduates would find in their 
diplomas a passport to employment and a certificate of character 
superceeding the necessity for any other. , 

- There is no School of this kind now in existence in this State.— | 
Those formerly in operation at Oskaloosa and Andrew are discon-. 
tinued. The State pledged to those institutions a sum of money, 
but which, for some reason, has been withheld from them. Iwould 
recommend an investigation of their clainis, and that the State should 
pay over to them the : mount for which it, in equity, stands obli- 
gated. 


A Normal School is too often confounded with other Schools.— > 


Tn speaking of it, the idea blends with that of a High or graded. 
School, or Academy, or a sort of intermediate between the Com- 
mon School and a College. ‘The definition given by Webster, is— 
“An Institution for training up persons to teach Common Schools.” 

: The Common Schools should furnish the candidates for admission into 
the State Normal School. They should be, to make them eligible, 
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| competent to pass thr ough a rigid examination in all the breaches 
‘taught in our Common Schools. Then, when they entered the 
Normal School, it would not be to learn what is taught in other 
Schools, but Sos to teach to others what the Y themselves have al- 
ready acquired. ‘ 

With such an Institute as I recommend, many important and 
desirable results would be accomplished. It would elevate the bu- 
siness of teaching ; ; it would secure uniformity in the mode of teach- 
ing; it would insure the advantage to our Common Schools of the 
most approved and beneficial means of imparting instruction: it 
would till the Teachers’ Desks thr oughout the State with Men sui 
Women possessed of a good English education, of a good moral 
character, and of aptitude i intheir profession, as to none other would 
such an Institue hazard its reputation and usefulness by granting 
certificates or diplomas. In short, we would then have a class of 
Teachers educated for their profession as a mechanic is taught the 


use of the implements of his craft. To such an Institute applica- ` 


tions for teachers could be addressed, and the very best furnished, 
to Schools without fear of failure. 


With such results accomplished, the value of our Common Schools 
‘would be vastly enhanced, and the benefits thereof eagerly sought 
for by parents. The system itself would be elevated, and iistead of 
being, as now, comparatively worthless, it would soon become our 
chief pride and glory, and rank, at home and abroad, as our crown- 
ing ornament.

UNION SCHOOL. 


Itis a selfevident proposition' that whatever is done in a regular 
and systematic order will be done in less time, with less labor, less 
money, than when the same result is sought by means loose, irreg- 
ular and confused. In our Common Schools, in independent dis- 
tricts, the pupils of all ages, acquirements and capacities are pro- 
miscuously huddled together, and from such confusion and tumult 
great losses of valuable time occur. 

To obviate this difficulty in our Free Common School system, a 
remedy has been tried in many of our sister States, and to some ex- 
‘tent, in our own State. In cities and large towns, where the popu- 
lation is compact, the plan of Union or Graded Schools has been 
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introduced with the happiest results. As our knowledge of the 
value of any particular measure or thing is, in a great degree, ob- 
tained through the experience of others, I take the liberty of quot- 
ing at considerable length from the Second Annual Report of the 
State Commissioner of Common Schools of the State of Ohio Mr. 
H. H- Barney, the author of that report, is one of the most eminent 
teachers of the age, and I take great pleasure in presenting it to the 
General Assembly his opinion of the advantages of Union Schools, 
as he has witnessed their operation in Ohio, as follows: 

“1. More commodious Sel hool houses, more eligible sites, and 
more ample play grounds. 

2. A reduction of the number of School houses and teachers, and 
increased facilities for procuring teachers of a higher order of edu- 
cation and greater experience. 

8. The introduction of a more judicious and sy ene course of 
study, better text books, and a less frequent change of them, and 
better methods of instruction and discipline. 

4. Increased facilities for procuring and using, to a much greater 
extent, chemical and philosophical apparatus, globes, outline maps; 
charts, and all other useful articles for ER illustrations. 

5. Increased facilities for SE a competent Superintendent 
ta take the general management of the School, to enlighten the 
younger and less experienced teachers upon the var iyus methods of 
imparting instruction, eonductiug School ' exer rcises, arranging 
classes, and managing cases of discipline. 

6. Longer School sessions or terms, and greater uniformity in the 
general plan and operations of the school, and the consequent 
greater progress of the pupils from term to ter m, and from year to 
year.

7. Greater facilities for dividing the school into suitable depart. 
ments, and for forming’ larger classes, but fewer in number, thus 
enabling the teacher to i more.time to each class, and impart 
to each schoolar more systematic and efficient instruction.

8. Greater facilities for arranging the departments and classes 
according to thë ages and attainments of the scholars, and for adap- 
ing, with skill and precission, the discipline of the School to the 
wants and capacities of those of any particular age. 
9. The excitement and enthusiasm which a lar ge class always 


i 
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creates in every member of it,mot only during recitation, but also 
during the hours of study, by constantly reminding each scholar 
that many besides himself are engaged at the same time upon the 
same lesson, and that he must soon appear in their presence and 
measure himself, intellectually, with them. |

10. The greater ease with which order and decorum are maintain- 
ed, resulting not so much from the superior facilities for grading 
and classifying the scholars as from the small number of classes 
which each teacher is requir red to hear , and the consequent shorter 
intervals at which the periods of study and recitation, will alter- 
nate, thus keeping all the scholars constantly occupied. 

11. The greater ease with which the teacher and his schoolars, 

can be kept i in syinpathy with the subject of study and with each 
other, and the consequent greater Interest which they will attend to 
every new illustration or po sition of the subject. 


12. Increased facilities tor formimg in the pupils habits of dili- 
gence, and for securing a high degree of mental discipline, result- 
ing from the steady and uniform progress with which they move 
on from class to class, and from grade to Lie thus training them 


habitually to regular duty, and imparting to their minds the habit 
and the power of doing everything at zc proper time, of acting sys- 
tematically, and thinking consecutively. 

13. The greater opportunity offered to each teacher for daily and 
systematic preparation on the different lessons, resulting from the 
less number of subjects which he is required to teach, and'thus en- 


abling him to study the condition and wants of each class, and to ' 


enter upon the taskiof instruction no? only with intelligence and 
skill, but with ardor and enthusiasm! 

14. The falcilities- for employing a much larger number of fe- 
male teachers, especially in the winter season, and thns securing to 
- young children the peculiar, e and culture which females 
are so well qualified to impa 


15. The superior facilities for the suce kl prosecution of study, 
for hearing recitations'and conducting all other school exercises, 
resulting from, the fact that the ages, attainments and studies of the 
Scholars. occupying any particular room or depar tment are nearly 


the same, and hence their exercises are never interrupted or their 
Ì 
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minds diverted from their studies; by the introduction of business | 


in which they have no part or interest. 


16. The incentives to greater diligence in the preparation of les- 


sons, arising from the {adi inftuence exerted upon the pupils by 
the sure prospect of promotion, beholding as they do, the moment 
they enter a graded school, an unbr ake series of promotions be- 
fore them, from the lowest class in the primary, to the most ad- 
vanced class in the high school. | 

17. The new system furnishes inereased facilities for economiz- 
ing, time and labor. Regarding what it accomplishes, a graded 
school possesses great advantages over a mixed school. No one who 
has witnessed a full and fair exhibition of the practical work- 
ings of both systems, will deny that in the furmer a teacher can in- 
struct forty or fifty pupils more easily and more efficiently than 
twenty or thirty in the latter. 

The reason is apparent, as all the the pupils of each grade or de- 
partment are nearly of the same age, and have made, or are capa- 
ble ot making nearly the same attainments, they can be more eco- 
nomically and judiciously classified in a graded than in.a mixed 
school. Herein is the strong argument in favor of the new system. 
It affords scope for practically applying toan educational scheme, one 
of the most important characteristics of nearly all the departments 
of modern business pursuits, a ‘systematic division of labor) To 
this is due the wonderful facility with which modern business asso- 
_ciations have laid their hands upon almost every branch of indus- 
trial pursuits, and bestowed upon mankind the comforts and con- 
veniences of life.” | | 

There is no provision in the School Laws ot Iowa for the organi- 
zation of such schools. Being convi inced ot the great practical good 
which would result trom their intr oduction, | recommend to the 
General Assembly this very interesting feature of modern insprove- 
ment in our sehool system. Where such schools should be estab- 


lished, they would, of course, supercede the present district schools, 


and a law would be necessary for their regulation, and to confer 
upon them the funds and immunities which would have gone to the 
district under the present arrangement. 
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PUBLIC SCHOOLS. |

The direct interest of 'ever Y citizen of the State is so intimately 
‘interwoven with the success and efficiency of our common school 
system, that more than ordinary care, industry and investigation is 
demanded and required at the hands of the General Assembly. “In 
many particulars our system is deficient. There is not that dici- 
pline in its details which is needed in order to reap the greatest 
good according to the means employed. Hence a thorough revis- 
ion of our School Laws cannot be too early made. Our common 
schools are the nurseries of the intellect of the State—the intelli- 
gence of the masses is the main pillar of Popular Liberty. Hence 
we should so perfect our system that every child in the State may 
become. thorough in the primary and ordinary branches of an Eng- 
lish enducation, and be prepared to enter the University. 

At the extra session of the Legislature in July last, a law was 
passed authorizing the Governor to appoint a Commission of three 
persons to revise our School Laws, and report amendments. Pre- 
suming that the intention of that law has been carried out, I deem 
it proper to forbear recommending any specific modifications. 


> SCHOOL DISTRICT LIBRARIHE.

With a population in the State, estimated at over 600,000; yet 
the reports transmitted to this Office show, in all, but 875 volumes 
in the School district libraries. It would seem to me the part of 
wisdom for the General Assembly to perfect some plan, by which 
this interesting and necessary auxiliary to the Free School System, 
should be.encouraged and extended. Under some new plan, or 
one of the many now'in practical operation in different States, a 
beginning, at least, can be made. “No argument is necessary to de- 
monstrate the the propr daci ane importance of establishing School 
District Libraries. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 
R | 
It is the province of the General Assembly, if they see proper, 
to specify 'any particular improvement in tie architecture of school 
houses. I have no special :ecommendations on this point, except 
as to the erection of Union or graded schools, if the Legislature

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deems it advisable to adopt any suggestions as to the building up 
of such/institutions. If the State should encourage their general 
introduction into our cities and large towns, by liberal appropria- 
tions, then the Legislature, by right, should provide by law for the 
proper style of building, and some uniformity in their erection, and 
the least quantity of ground attached and made part of the pre- 
mises. =~ 

In my recommendations to School Officers and Districts through- 
out the State, I have urged the importance of making the School 
Houses outwardly pleasing to the eye, neat and substantial, while 
inside they should be well ventilated, roomy, f rnished with the. 
most approved forms of seats for clin and in all respects con- 
forming with the laws of health; that thëy should be kept scrupu- 
lously clean, and that, so far as the School Room and its accommo- 
dations and surroundings were concerned, every thing should be so 
ordered and disposed that children would find it desirable and 
agreeable, a place to which they would run with delight, rather 
than sullenly drag their steps under compulsion.

I would call the attention of the Legislature, to the proposition 
recommended in mv last report, that a School Journal shonld be 
established for the State, to be uder the control of the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction. It would be of untold advantage to 
our school interests. It could be made to serve as a medui of 
correspondence | between the Superintendent and the School Officers, 
Teachers and Citizens at large of the State. In its columns there 
could be sent out to every part of the State, Circulars, Advertise- 
ments, Dacisions, &e., pertaining to our school laws, duties of ofü- 
cers, &c. 

If such a Journal should be established, I would recommend that 
the State subscribe for 3,0 copies, which number would .furnish 
each School and District Officer with one copy, leaving a small

number over for the use of the Superintendent and other State. 


Officers. 

A monthly journal, of the proper form and size, could be pub- 
lished, on such acash subscription basis, at $109 per annum. 
There is no doubt but that private enterprise would speedily un-

THE PHONETIC REFORM. 


The Phonetic reform in the orthography of the English language 
is a subject which was presented to d. General Assembly at con- 
siderable length by my predecessor. I have taken some interest 
in the proposed change in the written and printed signs of the lan- 
guage, and am convinced that it is practical to be adopted, espe- 
cially with young beginners. Without specifying the particular 
advantages which [conceive to b:long to the system, I would 
merely recommend it to your deliberative wisdom.

SOHOOL FUND COMMISSIONERS. 


I deem it important that the General Assembly should make 
some alterations and additions relative to the duties of the office of 
School Fund Commissioner, and' also that the name of the office 
should be changed to that of, County Super intendent. No system 
is perfect which does-not accomplish what it proposes. Wherein 
the defects may lie, it is with the General -Assembly to apply the 
corrective. There can be no reason why we should tolerate for an- 
other year what is made apparent to have been defective in all its 
past workings. The great lack in the present system of School 
Fund Commissioners i is, that the safe custody of the dollars of the 
county takes : recedence of the care and culture of the intellects of 
the children of the State. . 
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I would propose to you that the County Superintendent, (if your 
honorable body should think proper to alter the name) be required 
in addition to the present duties of School Fund Commissioner, to 
visit and examine each school in his county at least once every six 
months. He should have general supervision in his county over 
all matters relating to the government, course of-instruction, and 
the general condition of the schools and Schon houses in his county. 
By investing the County Superintendent with these and other pro- 
per funetions and powers, (subjéct, of course, to the general con- 
trol of the State Superintendent,) you elevate the office by confer- 
ring on its incumbent the interest attaching to one having in keep- 
ing, to a certain extent, the educational progress and mental culture 
ot. all the children within his jurisdiction. Ob Seton máy be made 
that we have not:the proper material in the different counties capa- 
ble of so great a trust and such peculiar duties. But I am satisfied 
that, no matter how high you elevate the standard of requirements 
for such a station, the proper person will always be found by the 
people, capable and willing to discharge its duties. In other trans- 
actions incident to life they thus act —how much more, then, would 
they make a judicions election where the moral and intellectual 
instruction of their beloved éhildr en was at stake! There is no pa- 
‘ rent who would not sacrafice life, pr operty,—all,—in defence of his 
children —then would it be heresy to say that in reference to their 
immortal mind he would be indifferent, or choose .the unworthy 
and incompetent, for the supervision of its tr aining. 

I believe that thronghout Iowa her citizens are as intelligent, as 
patriotic, and as well educated, as'the masses of any other State in 
the Union. And further, I hesitate not to express and put on re- 
cord the opinion, that every organized county in the State possesses 
one or more citizens capable of creditably discharging the duties I 
propose attaching to the office of County Superintendent, and that 
in most cases, if not all such would be chosen by the people. The 
good results, I am satisfied, would surprise the most sanguine. 

[ would quote from a report of a committee of the New York 
Lsgislature, (1843) on this subject: 

“The system of deputy superintendents is capable of securing 
and can be made to secure, the following objects: 

It can produce a complete and eflicient supervision of all the 
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schools of the State, i in reference as well to their internal manage- 
ment, as to their external details. 

It can be made to unite all the scliools of the State into one great 
system ; making the advancement of each the ambition of all: fur- 
nishing each with the means of attaining the highest standard of 
practical excellency by communicating to it every improvement: 
discovered or suggested in every or any of the others. 

It can do much towards dissipating the stolid indifference which 
paralyses many portions of the community, and towards arousing, 
enlightening and enlisting public sentiment, in the great work of 
elementary instruction, by systematic and periodical appeals to 


' the inhabitants of each school district, in the form of lectures, ad- 


dresses, e. | 


It can be made to dismiss fr om our schools all immoral and i in- 
competent teachers, and to secure the services of such only as are 


qualified and efficient, thereby elcvating the grade of the school 


master, and infusing néw vitality into the school.” 

Still using the language of the same report, which is as equally 
applicable to Iowa at this day as it then was in New York, it “can 
be made to supercede official duty heretofore badly perfor meli and 
taxation heretotore inposed with little resulti ting utility, to an amount 
greatly exceeding the expenses of the systém.” 

I would renew my former recommendation that this office be 
placed on the same basis with other county offices, and that the in- 


.cumbent be paid tor his services out uf the county treasury. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. NE. 


The boast of our country is its intelligence, its liberty, its pro- 
gress. These we owe to the nature of our institutions, and those 
institutions to our laws, and those laws to the wisdom of our states- 
men, selected and convened as Senators and Representatives in the 
different States. Our form- of government was at first but an ex- 
periment, which ` ‘would have soon failed as impracticable but for 
the early adoption of means for the general education of the peo- 
ple. Through it the capacity of the people for self government 
has been demonstrated, and through the continuance of our Free 
School system is antictpated the perpetuity of our republican form 
of government. Thus the intimate connection of the Legislature

"with the interests of schools is established, and every hint and ex- 
ample tending to perfect the system becomes important in the ex- 
- ercise of your official duties. 

In the variaous recommendations submitted in this report, I have 
been governed by practical experience, and personal observation 
of the defects in our system, and an earnest desire to contribute 
whatever suggestions are deemed at this time calculated to poueot 
the details of its operations. 

S Children are governed by impulse, and where the way of duty 
is not, as is too often the case, filled with thorns by the perversity 
of others, the child will love and pursue the right rather than its 
opposite. 

Our school houses should be adapted to die health, comfort and 
pleasure of the pupil—our teachers should be men and women 
possessed, of a love of children, a pride in their profession, an ap- 
titude in imparting information, a capacity do govern through love 
rather than tear, and a hodach familiari ity wich the lessons taught. 
They should þe of good mor: al character, and their high duties in- 
stead of their low wages should be their incentive to the exercise 
of every God-given talent in training the rising generation in the 
true way. | | 

In om sehools the character “of the future rulers of the State— 
the voters, the law-givers, the statesmen, the scholars and the min- 
istry—are móulded. and the measure of their success depends 
greatly upon your See action in so regulating the system 
that no element shall be lacking which statutory requirements may 
provide. | | 

Let it then be our common aim, gentlemen, to advance lowa to 
the very front rank in educational progress. We.are not behind 
any other State of the Union in an Educational Fund—then 
be it our ambition to devise the best means of applying what is 
within our reach, to the accomplishment oi the greatest good.

The average price of the lands sold in the last two years is $.,17 
per acre. Most of the lands tlus sold were ordered into market 
by my predecessor in office. I have withdrawn from market all 
the school lands in the State, for the reason that the rise in the val- 
ue of said lands would ultimately yield more to the school fund than 
the amount of proceeds of sale, principal and interest invested at 
ten per cent.

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Under the authority of the State of Iowa there were selected as 
school land, (and the selections was confirmed by the Secretary of the 
Interior) 523,337,42-10u acres, being an excess over the amount of 
the Grant of 23, 337,42-100 acres. TË would recommend the General 
Assembly to memorialize Congress for the confirmation to the State 
of the entire selections. If this be not accomplished, then our 
school fund will be impaired beyond the value of the excess select- 
ed, for there would necessarily be heavy expense, great trouble, 
&c., in reducing the selections, and conflicts of title hereafter might 
frequently arise. 


$ £,000,000 EDUCATIONAL FUND. 


on few appreciate the magnitude of the educational fund. In 
round numbers the State of Iowa now has for educational purposes: 
in cash or its eguivalent, at least FOUR MILLION OF DOL- 
LARS! It is a sacred trust committed to the General Assembly, 
that’ they should so order the disposal of this fund, that the 
greatest good shall be accomplished—that none of it be squandered 
—that not one cent of it shall be misapplied, nor a single dollar lost 
by defalcation or left unaccounted for. Any other good actomitted 
or error committed by the General Assembly might be overlooked 
by thepeople, but fraud, misapplication or neglect in the proper care 
of this high trust on your part, would call down on guilty heads the 
curses of millions yet unborn. The care of a part of this fund is 


‘committed to.the Superintendent of Public Instruction, a part to 


the Treasurer of the State University, and a large proportion to the 
Commissioners of the different Counties. We should remember 
that this sum is held by you.in trust for the education of those who 
have no voice within your halls but as its echoes raise from boy- 
hood’s memories, or gush from the parental affection, or from the 
heart of patriotism. With its disposal there should be no corrupt 
motive, for it is intended as the oil in the lamp of the Virgins, to 
light the paths of JOU through the darkness ot ignorance—to lead 
them as the fiery pillar of old to enlighten liberty through a world 
crowded with the vassal slaves of ignoronce. It is a holy fund, to 


‘pay the guides who point our children up the way of earthly wis-

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dom and true happiness ending in immortal peace—teaching them 
the reward of knowledge and virtue, while 2 instilling abhorrence 
of the doom of i ignorance and vice. 


Pardon me, gentlemen, should a zeal honestly entertained on this 


‘particular branch betray meinto any expression which may seem to 


you importunate or dictatorial, for I desire only the perpetual se. 
curity of thoseinterests over which the laws of our State have placed 
me in the chief control. Let the severest penalties of the law be 
visited on any officer who, by criminality, would'impair this noble 


bounty of the children of our childrens’ children. 


Having thus stated to you the magnitude of the sum, you will, 
of course, be expected to examine into its safety, in the hands of 
whomsoever it may be, and guard well its security in whatever 
future disposition may be made thereof by the General Assembly. 


THE IVE PER CENT. FUND AND ITB MANAGFMENT. 


Section 1,056, Chap. 66, of the Code, is as follows: 

“The five per centum upon the net proceeds of the sales of the 
public lands granted by the United States to this State shall be paid 
into the hands of the Superintendent of Public Instruction to be 
disposed of according to law.” ' i 

I was officially notified that there was awaiting my custody in 
the proper Department at Washington City, thesum of $281,041,44. 
In view of this large amount the Governor demanded of me an ad- 


` ditional bond for" Es sum of $250, n which was given and ap- 


proved. 

I proceeded to Washington City, Gen ed the money, and under 
my interpretation made preparation for its distribution “according 
to law.” For the purpose of making “assurance doubly sure,” I 
communicated officially with the Attorney General of the State, 
concerning the construction of the lawasto the disposal of this fund. 
His reply was received, as follow:: 


[coPy.] Office of the Attorney General, I 
` Muscatine, July 11th, 1856. 


How. J. D Eans.—In reply to your interrogatory—“ Has the 
Superintendent the right to loan out the five per cent. fund belong- 
ing to the school fund of the State of Iowa?” I answer— Yes.” 

- There is no provision of law by which you are to pay to School 
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Fund Commissioners, anything, except the interest of the perma- 
nent scheol fund. 

The law requires the school fund to be loand. 

This five per cent. fund being a part of the school fund, is to be 
disposed of according to law; and as the law places it in the hands 
of the Superintendent, he is the person to loan it. 

Your second enquiry needs no answer.

Having thé money laying idle in ‘the cafe, locked up, producing 
nothing, would not cértainly be adding to the school fund. The 
policy of the State has always been to loan out at interest all the 

principal of the educational fund, from whatéver source obtained 
I deemed it my duty, then, to propose loans of a part of this fund, 
requiring in each case ample security. That the interest should 
accumulate while the principal would be perfectly safe and beyond 
contingency, I demanded :nd received in nearly every instance 
‘real estate security in double the amount, as well as the most ac- 
ceptable and sufficient personal endorsement. i 


The law leaves the disposal of this «fund? discretionary with the 
Superintendent. I was not restricted in the amount to be loaned to 
any one individual, nor was the description or amount of security 
to be exacted from the borrower provided for. In every loan made I 
first satisfied myself that the security was sufficient, whether in the 
nature of individual endorsement or real estate security. Being 
convinced that the principal and interest would be perfectly safe, I 
completed the loans for the benefit of the school fund of the State, 
Any paper taken by me for the security of this fund is “bankable” 
where the parties borrowing are known. 

Perhaps the General Assembly would be better satisfied by an 
investigation through a Committee of its own body, in which case 
I will most cheerfully co-operate with them in the examination to 
the utmost minutiæ in the details of each and every loan so made 
by me. Such a Committee I invite - such an investigation I court . 

A part of this fund I distributed to various counties, not because 
specially so requir ed to do by law, but in accordance with the gen- 
eral plan of the State in managing the school fund. In the whole

matter I have been governed by what I conceived to be the best 
interests of the school fund. +: 


' A short time since I was notified that there was a further sum of 


$185,000 of the five per cent. fund belonging to the State of Iowa, 
at Washington, and ready to'be paid over. “Out of respect to the 
- Governor, and for the purpose of avoiding even the suspicion of 
usurpation, and giving the widest latitude to the functions of the 
Governor and the presumed wishes of the Legislature on the sub- 
ject, I ealled on Gov. Grimes, at Chambers, in the city of Burling- 
ton, and consulted with him as to the five per cent. fund belonging 
to the State, then and now in Washington City. I asked of him a 
certificate, as Governor, that I was the proper officer to receive the 
money. The Governor in substance replied, that if I would file an 
additional bond, acceptable to n to the amount of $200,000, he 
would so certify. 


I procured such a bond, signed by several of the most wealthy | 


men in the State, worth in the aggregate say two millions of dollars. 
With this bond I returned to Burlington, accompanied by one of 
my proposed securities. The gentleman representing my new sure- 
ties, and myself, waited upon ¡the Governor again at Iowa City.— 
| The amount of the interview, without quoting precise words, was 
thus. The Goveror declared himself satisfied with the security, 
and that the bond was acceptable 'to him, but that he would not 
give the certificate before promised unless I would bind myself to 
loan him (the Governor) sixty thousand dollars, as agent of the 
State under a law passed at the extra session in July last. This | 
agreed to do, and demanded the proper certificate. Butthe Govern- 
or further interposed that he would not even then certify that I 
was the proper officer, unless I should hold the whole amount, (ex- 
cept the sixty thousand dollars to himself, ) subject to the final ac- 
Don of the present session of the General Assembly. . My reply was 
that I would obligate myself no further than the requirements of 
the law and the conditions of the bond, namely, that this mony 
should be “disposed of according to law.” 

Thus terminated the interview. ‘1.y the hindrance and improper 
interference of the Executive Depar tment with the duties assigned 
to the Superintendent, the school fund of the State is now daily 
suffering loss at the rate of cighteen thousand five hundred dollars 
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per annum in interest, or over one thousand five hundred dollars 
per month! Whether this'was the result of a corrupt combination 
on the part of the Governor and others desiring to obtain the con- 
trol and uso of this fund for personal aggrandizement is for the 
General Assembly to determine by investigation, or pass over 1n 
silence. 

I cannot be presumed to be ignorant of the rumors, (and the au- 
thors of them, ) prejudicial to my personal character in the official 
management of this fund. To afull, fair and impartial investiga- 
tion on your part I look tor a vindication more completely exoner- 
ating ine than by any argument or asser tion outside the facts offi- 
cially communicated in this report, and sustained by the vouchers 
in my oftice.- Iscek no evasion—l propose no equivocation, but 
stand subject to examination officially of the most rigid and seru- 
tinizing character. 

The funds under the control of Mr. Lathrop, Treasurer of the 
University Board, I suppose amounts to about one hundred and 
sixty thousand a The report of the different officers of that 
Board should be made to the Superintendent, as President, ex-gfi- 
cio. have no such reports, and can: only approximate te the 
amount of this fund, and I have no official information whatever 
as to how it has been managed. |

I deem it of the utmost importance that our school laws and sys. 
tem should become more familiar to those interested in the cause 
of education, and trust that the opportunities now offered by the 
distribution of several ‘thousand copies througout our State, may 
not be unimproved. ! 

You will readily percieve that to improve and perfect our edu- 
cational system, as contemplated by the framers of the foregoing 
laws and provisions, will require cordial effort on your part and 
co-operation with this department. And I would here take occa- 
sion to call your attention to two or three matters connected with 
the interests of our common schools which I consider of primary 
importance. 

A few words in regard to ScuooL Booxs! 1 The following list of 
books is the same as recommended in my report to the Legislature, 
under the date of December 4, 1854, with the exception of one or 
two slight changes and additions. [n recommending these books I 
have not done so merely as a formal matter, for the purpose of 
complying with the law, but with the desire that evéry friend to 
education, and every school district in the State, would co-operate 
with me in endeavoring to secure a uniformity in our school books, 
which all must admit is so essential to the uninterrupted progress 


of the scholar, as well as to prevent those continual demands upon, 


the purse of the parent, which are incident to frequent changes and 
an endless variety of books. ' 


The selection was made after a thorough examination of a great, 


number of rival publica.ions, and with a view to secure those best 
adapted to our western schools, and which could be obtained at 
prices within the reach of all. And in the departmen: s of reading, 
spelling, arithmetic and grammer, those books were selected which 
had been prepared by eminent western teachers, who thoroughly 
understood the wants of our schools; books which were not only in 
general use thr oughont our own and other western S:ates, but had 
been adopted in the best schools in the principal cies and towns 
of the eastern and-middle States. And in passing through many 
of the counties in Iowa during the past spr ing and summer, I have 
been highly gratified in finding those in use almost with jom excep- 
tion wherever I have been. ' You will undonbtedly be frequently 
solicited to accept other books, by book agents, and those who have 
only their own interests to subserve, persons who will perhays be 
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even willing to give you books for the purpose of introducing them 
in the place above named; but I trust the superior advantages of a 
uniforia system, as well as the superior character of the books re- 
commended, will induce you to turn a deaf ear to such propositions, 
from whatever source they may come. And in relation to the bal- 
ance of the list, when once adopted, changes should as far as possible 
be avoided at least until decided improvement shall have been made 
in the method of elucidating the subjects of which they treat. I 
hope every Fund E School Officer, Public School 
Teacher, and all Parents of those attending our public schools in 
the various portions of the State, will co-operate with me in secur- 
ing this much desired uniformity.

Perhaps I cannot better express to you what I desire to cominu- 
nicate in reference to District Schools and School Teachers than by 
adopting the language of my report above referred to. 

VYhile we congratulate ourselves upon the possession of so mag- 
nificent a School fund as has been secured to us by the General 
Government and our State Legislature, we must not forget that 
much remains to be done on the part of the people themselves, be- 


“fore, we shall fully enjoy the advantages of a universal system of 


Free Schools, of.a character commensurate with the object of their 
organization, viz: to give to every son and daughter of Iowa a 
thorough knowledge of all the essential elements of a good practi- 
cal education. ` 

A portion only of the School Fund of the State, being at present 
available, it becomes essential that a liberal spirit should be exer- 
cised in graduating the tax upon property, which it is necessary to 
raise in order to supply the deficiency arising from the above cause, 
and to sustain without interruption the Free Schools, which this ap- 
propriation was intended to suppa 

I trust that no argument is required to prove that no more pro- 
fitable investment can possibly be made by property holders than 
that which, in the form of a tax, is appropriated to the purposes of 
education. 

The enhanced value of real T by reason of its immediate 
proximity to good schools, is sufficient to remove any objection. tó 
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the payment of the necessary tax, even on the part of those who 
aro influenced by no higher motive than mercenary gain, 

: I have have had the pleasura, during the past season, of visiting 
a large number of union or graded schools, in the larger towns of 
the State, and have been very highly gratified in witnessing the 
many advantages they possess, when properly conducted, over 
those schools which maintain separate organizations. Of course 
these schools can only be maintained in towns or villages, where 
there there are a large number of scholars. within a convenient dis- 
tance of some central point. 

It will be readily seen that a building sufficiently commodious to 
accommodate several hundred scholars can be erected for a much 
less sum than would be required in the erection of several smaller 
. buildings, capable of containing the limited number of scholars or- 
dinarily attending school in a single district. ` 

The: paramount advantages of these schools, however, is to be 
found in the classification and methods of instruction, which can 
be adopted in a school where there are several departments, over 
those where such classificaticn is impracticable by reason of 
scholars of all ages and of different degrees of proficiency being 
thrown together promiscuously intone room. 

Again, in the graded school, a child entering the primary depart. 
ment, without a knowledge of the alphabet even, can advance from 
one department to another, as he progresses in his studies, until he 
graduates from the highest department with a thorough practical 
education, and fitted, it may be, to enter the University or college, 
if he desire a still more finished education than he has already ac- 


quired. 


I have been especially pleased, in visiting these schools, with the 
proficiency of the scholars in the varions departments, arising from 
their having the exclusive attention of a teacher, whose business is 
ro instruct in those branches only which are suited to the attain- 
ments of the scholars in that particular department, and from the 
ambition created in the breast of the scholar to make such progress 
as will entitle him to take his place among the more advanced 
scholars in a still higher department. 


Under the superintendence of a competent principal, aided by 
kind and experienced teachers, with a pleasant seat in a well vën- 
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tilated and comfortable room, the pupil finds pleasure in the acqui- 
. sition of knowledge, which tends greatly to promote his progress, 
and to enable him ultimately to revert with pleasure to his school- 
boy days. and to cherish a sentiment of gratitude towards those 
who were instrumental in providing him with the inestimable ad- 
vantagés which he enjoyed. 


TEACHERS.

However liberal may have been our State and general govern- 
ment in their appropriations for educational purposes, and however 
great our care in the erection of suitable school edifices, and in the 
general arrangements of our school system, the' friends of educa- . 
tion in our State will be greatly disappointed in their efforts, and 
the children and youth of Iowa will fail to receive the benefits in- 
tended in these -provisions, if we fail to secure the most indis- - 
pensable of all educational auxiliaries, viz: competent and proper 
Le eachers. l 


I cannot too strongly urge upon those whose province it is to se- 
cure the services of teachers in the respective districts of the State, 
the importance of the utmost vigilance and care in their selections. 
| “The office of teacher is one of grave duties and high responsibili- 
ties. Itinvolves the care of minds open to) every influence, im- 
pressed by every object, and led by every example..- The child is 
quick to see and ready to follow. Its powers of observation ma- 
ture before its habits of reflection, and are its only guide, aside 
from the restraints of authority The teacher should be circum- 
spect in his actions, careful in his conversation,” should possess tem- 
per and habits of a peculiar cha acter. If deficient or unfaithful, he 
is unworthy of his trust. Literary qualifications, although indis- 
pensable, are not the highest requisites. 

He should have studied the character of salda and be able to 
mould it into form—to shape and fashion it for the future character 
of the man or woman. He should be fitted to cultivate the morals 
às well as the intellect, for the teacher leaves, the impress of his 
mind upon the mind of the child. He plants in the susceptible 
understanding of the youth the germ of future good or evil. 

“The good lessons of years cannot efface principles inculcated by 
months of daily intercourse between the plain child and the man 
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confirmed in frivolity or evil. The toils and trials of a lifetime will 
not obliterate the lessons, of truth and wisdom carefully instilled by 
the precept and example of the accomplished teacher. 

I would earnestly recommend the employment of female teach- 
ers.more generally in our common schools, for the purpose of in- 
structing the younger seholars. During those years in which the 
mind is the most plastié and susceptible of lasting impressions, it 
seems peculiarly the province of female teachers to mould and 
fashion it. And the tender, patient care, so requisite to the proper 
development of these young plants, is much more naturally and 
prudently exercised by that sex, upon which devolves the earliest 
duties of the parent, in the nurture of the infant mind.

REPORTS. OF SCHOOL FUND COMMISEIONERS. 


| Itis of the utmost importance that the reports made by School 
Fund Commissioners to this department, should be forwarded pune- 
tually when due. I am quite aware of the difficulties frequently 
experienced by them in obtaining from the districts of their respec- 
tive counties, the reports and statements to which they are entitled 
and upon which they are to base their report. I am also aware of 
` the want of mail facilities in the newly organized counties, and 
consequent difficulty i in transmitting documents promptly. ‘Still, 
if the Commissioner will consider Ee matters in time, and act ac- 
cordingly, he will greatly oblige me, as any undue delay, even on 
the part of one ee serves to embarrass and SE the 
action of this department.

I send you herewith a statement of the apportionment of the in- 
terest of the school fund for the year 1854. The 8th column indi- 
cates the amount to. which your county is entitled for school pur- 
poses. This sum, together with the county school tax and all other 
funds appropriated to the county for school purposes (except fines) 
should be added together, and the aggregate amount apportioned 
on the first day of March next, among the school districts of your 
county, which filed their reports with you on the first day of Octo- 
ber last. The law requires that fines for breaches of the penal 
laws and exemption from military duty, shall be apportioned sep- 
arate. ; | 

In case you have collected any interest which was not reported 
to me in time to beincluded in this apportionment as shown by the 
- 5th column you will have to retain it on hand and include it in 
your report of interest in January, 1856, as no interest can be ap- 
portioned to the district until it is first reported to the Superintend- 
ent and appor.ioned by him among the several counties. This 
shovys the absolute necessity of having the interest promptly paid 
and reported. _ 

In the event you have an excess of interest, you will first deduct 
the aggregate of the' respective sums required for salary, contin- 
gent expenses and school purposes as shown by the 3d, 4th and 8th 
columns, from the amount reported or estimated as shown by the 
5th column, and pay over the remainder on drafts drawn on you 
by the undersigned in favor of other counties. These drafts are to 
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be cancelled when paid, and filed with your vouchers. If you have : 


collected no interest, or if the amount collected is not sufficient to 


meet the demands of your county for salary, contingent expenses and 
School purposes; the E will be made up by drafts enclosed 
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herewith on other counties or the State Treasurer. When you re- 
ceive the money on these drafts, either from the persons-on whom 
they are drawn or of any one to whom you may transfer them, you 
should be careful to endorse them officially. If you do not succeed 
in collecting them before the first.of March, you should neverthe- 
less include the amount in your apportionment and collect them so 
soon thereafter as possible. The, drafts on the State Treasurer may 
be readily transferred to the county treasurers, or to persons wishing 
to use funds at the land office in this place, as the money will be 
paid on demand in specie. In case you find it convenient to make 


such a transfer, it will simply be necessary for you to endorse the - 
draft. 


I would add that the amount allowed for contingent expenses, 
can only be used, for the legitimate expenses of the office. Itis the 


property of the office and not of the Fund Commissioner; and in 


case if is not expended during his administration it should be trans- 
ferred to his successor. Every Fund Commissioner should open a 
regular contin gent expense account—enter each item of expense in- 
curred and credit the account with the amount allowed.. You will 
dedyct your salary and contingent expenses as shown by the 3d 
and 4th columns before making your apportionment, and file the 
certificaté of allowance, returned herewith, with your vouchers.— 
Where two or more officers have held the office during the same 
year, the salary should be divided between them in proportion to 
the time each had served. 

The apportionment has been unavoidably delayed in consequence 
ot the imperfection and late arrival of many of the interest reports. 
Some have come too late for insertion; and greater promptness 
hereafter will be desirable; should the apportionment fail to reach 
any of the frontier counties by the first of March, and thus prevent 
the apportionment to the districts being made on that day, letit be 
made as soon thereafter as practicable. 

By the present apportionment the amount for each person be- 
tween ‘the age of 5 and 21 years is jifty-seven cents. But in view 
of the small number actually attending school, and the addition of 


the county tax, the amount going to each scholar will be about two 
dollars and twenty-five cent.

Dear SIR .— The interest of the permanent school fund has 
been distributed as shown by the annexed statement. The appor- 
tionment has been somewhat delayed in consequence of the tardi- 
ness of some of the School Fund Commissioners to make their in- 
terest report, and further delayed to apportion two counties which 

‘reported to this department after this document was first prepared 
for the printer. 

The counties of Adair, Audubon, Calhoun, Carroll, Cerro Gordo, 
Franklin, Kossuth, Monona, Warren and Woodbury have failed to 
make their annual reports. l 

Thé counties of Adair, Audubon, Calhoun, Carroll, Cerro Gordo, 
Crawford, Floyd, Franklin, Howard, Kossuth, Monona, Mitchell, 
Ringgold, Shelby, Story, Woodbury ‘and Wright have each failed 
to make their interest report. | . 

` Taylor county has made an informal interest report. 

` Warren County has made an interest but failed of making an an- 
nual report, but judging the ratio of increase of pupils there to be 
about the sarne as in the whole State, I have estimated the number 
at two thousand and made the apportionment accordingly. 

The Commissioner of that county will disburse the amonnt, viz: 
$1,359 42, among the districts be they more or less. 

The other counties failing to make their annual reports are most- 
ly new counties, but it is no excuse for the Commissioners to neg- 
lect their duties. The Commissioner of Ringgold has made an an- 
nual report of “no organized districts, ” but failed to make his in- 
terest report. | 

Enquiries are constantly made at this office relative to the con- 

dition of schools and the pecuniary affairs of the department in

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different counties in the State, which it is utterly impossible to 
answer in any definite manner, because of the impertect and 
‘loose manner of School Commissioners in making out their re- 
ports. | 

The fault, no doubt, to a considerable extent, is attributable to 
the failure of district secretaries to make their reports as prescribed 
by Seetion 1136, of the Code. The consequenees of their failure 
to report are shown by Section 1157, to which the Fund Commis- 
sioner should call the attention of district officers, and use all rea- 
sonable means to secure the rigid enforcement of the law. 

It is important in the highest degree that all the Commissioners 
strictly comply with the provisions of the law in the collection of 
interest, and in making their quarterly, annual and interest reports. 


The large and inexcusable amount of uncollected interest the pet | 


year is wholly uncalled for; there is no excuse for it. 

Thé law makes provision for the prompt payment of it, and 
whenever the loanee fails to make such payment, immediate pro- 
ceedings should be taken to collect the same. | 

After this there will be no salary allowed to the Commissioner 


who fails to do his duty, and make his reports pr omptly to this of- 


fice as directed by law. 

A respectable number have faithfully done their duty, and justly 
merit the approbation of their constituents and an expression of 
thanks from this department

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Letter from the Governor. 


EXECUTIVE OFFICE 
Iowa City, December 11th, 1856. | i 
To THE PRESIDENT OF THE SENATE: 

Sir :— I have the honor to respond to a resolution of the Senate 
adopted on the 10th inst., calling upon me for an exposition of my 
transactions with the Superintendent of Pubiie Instruction, in con- 
nection with the five per cent. due to the State from the sale of 
publie lands within her borders. I briefly state my whole inter- 


- course and furnish copies of my entire: correspondence with the Su- 


perintendent on this subject. The five per cent. arising from the 
sales of public lands from the Ist of January to the 31st of Decem- 


ber, 1853, amounting to $54,341,59 came into the hands of the 


eni of Public Instruction, upon a certificate furnished 
by my predecessor in office. In August, 1855, I was officially in- 
formed that there was the sum of $226,873,86, in the Treasury of 
the United States, subject to the order of the proper State officers 
as the amount due to the State upon the sales of lands from the Ist 
of January to the 31st of Décember, 1854. 

On the 18th of September following I advised the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction of this fact and notified him that I 
required him to give a new bond with additional securities, in the 
penalty of $250,000, on or before the Ist day of N ovember, 1855. 

He immediately informed me by letter that he would present the 
bond as required by my notice and within the time specified. This

this has not been done. As you are the only person who can give 


this: information I write to you to learn the reason. 

Section 1080 of the Code requires the Superintendent to appor- 
tion among the several counties of the State the interest of the per- 
manent School: Fund,” &c., on the 25th of January annually. This 
section does not nor does any other clause in the Code preclude the 
idea that a distribution shall not be made at any other time. 

I understand that this money did not come into your hands un- 
til after the 25th of January last, but you were distinetly notified 
by me of the amount that would immediately come into your hands 
upon your giving additional security, so early as the 18th of Sep- 


tember last. If, therefore, a distribution has not been made it seems 


| 
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to me that the fact that the money was not actually in your hands: 
at that date, can be no excuse for the neglect, especially when you 
know the amount to be distributed, and moreover when your failure 
to receive the money on the 25th of January was owing to your 
own failure to file your additional bond by the 1st day of last No- 
vember as required by my notice. If you have not already made 
this distribution, I hope that you will do so forthwith. 

The State would suffer a great loss by allowing this money to lay 
unproduetive for twelve months. If youhave apportioned the fund 
I have to request that you will furnish me by an early mail the . 
amount allotted to each county and the amount paid to each. 


I also request you to inform me if any, and if so what counties 
‘ have not received their allotments of the preceeding years” five per 
cent. fund.

On the 15th of J d 1856, an act was approved entitled “an act 
to prevent the loaning of the School Funds by the Superintendent 
. of Public Instruction,” which expressly, prohibited the loaning or 
parting with the possession of any moneys then in his possession. 

-At the same session an act was passed through both houses of 
the General Assembly and signed by the Speaker, prohibiting 
the Superintendeat trom oi ihe possession of any more 
school moneys, but was in some manner prevented from reaching 
the Governor, so that it failed to become a law. 

On the 15th of July, 1356,'there was also passed a joint resolu- 
tion of the General Assembly authoriziug the Governor to borrow 
“the sum of one hundred thousand dollars from the School Fand— 
although the term “borrow” was used yet I supposed that the resolu- 
tion merely intended that the Governor should act as agent in trans- 
ferring a State Fund from one depository of the Government tv an- 
other, and that it was a principal of common sense and common law, 
that a creditor and debtor could not exist in one and the same per- 
son. 1 found ‘no constitutional ser upie, therefore, in discharging 
the mandate of the General Assembiy, and called upon the Super- 
intendent of Public instruction for the amount indicated. For rea- 
suns not then explamed to me, he paid me only forcy thousand dol- 
lars, which 1 immediately paid nio ihe state Treasury and received 
“the proper voucher from the ‘Lreasurer of which the following is a

About one vreek before the commencement of the present session 
of the General Assembly, the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
called at my house in Burlington, and asked me what kind of a bond 
I would'approve for him. Ireplied that Iwould approve a goad 
bond, but that I was at that time too unwell to talk with him upon 
business. This was the substance of our conversation. 


It is wholly untrue that he asked me for a certificate as Governor, 


that he was the proper officer to receivethe five per cent. now in ` 


the Treasury ot the United States belonging to this State. It is 
equally untrue that I informed him that if he would file an addition- 
al bond acceptable to me, to the amount of $200,000 or to any other 
amount, that I would so certify. 


The only interview I ever had with the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, upon this subject was on Tuesday, the 3d instant, in 
this city. He then called upon me, “wi h the gentleman represent- 
ing his securities" and presented a bond for my approval. 

It is unqualitiedly false that I declared that the bond was accep- 
table to me, but that I would not give the certificate before promis- 
“ed, unless he would bind himself to loan me as agent of the State, 
sixty thousand dollars under the act passed at the extra session in 
.July last. So far from declaring myself satisfied with the bond, I 
at once objected to it and refused to approve it because it was a 
special bond app.ying to only this particular fund, whilst the Stat- 
ute required that the conditions of the bond should be general and 
retrospective in their effect; and because the penalty of the bond 
was not large enough. No allusion was made to the sixty thousand 
- dollars except that at near the close of the interview I put to 
him the question why he had not paid to me that amount or an- 
swered my letter? ' >` | 

After examining the bond I attempted to show him its invalidi- 
ty, and then letal ely told him thatalthough I was willing to ap- 
prove any good and legal bond that he might present to me, yet 1 
was resolved not to be either directly or indirectly instrumental jn 
placing any more money belonging to the State or to the School 
Fund in his hands. I very frankly told him the reasons why I had 
come to that determination, and those reasons 1 will briefly assign. 

ist. The General Assembly by the passage of an act almost unan- 
imously, which was lost by the carlessness or fraud of some of its 
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officers before receiving the signature of the President of the Sen- 
ate, sufficiently indicates the public desire and intention, that the 
Superintendent of Publit Instruction should have the custody of 
no more public moneys. | 

2d. Because he has failed to distribuie the five per cent. fund 
among the several School Fund Commissioners as had been done 
by his prdesessor in office, and as he professed to do with the $54, 
911,99 arising from the sale of public lands fr om the Ist January, 
to 31 st December, 1853. 

8d. Because he did loan out this fund to different persons upon 
such time and with such security as he saw fit, and as I was con- 
vinced wholly without authori ity of law. 

Ath. Because I knew that the report made by him to the Gene- 
ral Assembly in July last, of the distribution of moneys among 
the several County School Fund Commissioners was false, as is now 
abundantly shown by his report submitted to the Senate on the eth. 
inst. At that time he reported that he had distributed the five per 


cent. fund for 1853, as follows, (vide appendiz to last Senate Jour- 
nal :

Because I knew that the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion had violated a law of the State, entitled “an act to prevent the 
loaning of the School Fund by the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction,” approved July 15th, 1856, as is now shown by the report 
of that officer himself.

GENTLEMEN: The Board of Trustees of the State Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb respectfully submit the following report: 

In compliance with the provisions ot ‘an Act of the General As- 
sembly of the State of Iowa, approved J anuary 24th, 1855, entitled 
“ An Act to establish a State Institution for the Deaf and Dumb,” 
the Board of Trustees pr oceeded to organize and open said Institu- 
tion for the reception of pupils, on the third day ct February, 1855. 

Mr. W. E. Isams was appointed Principal, with authority to em- 
ploy the necessary Assistants and Servants for the Institution—and 
Mrs. Mary A. Isams was appointed Matron. | 

Twenty pupils to be educated at the xpense ef the State were 
` admitted at the commencement, thirty ‘our have subsequently 
been admitted, making a total of fitty-. our admissions since the 
opening of the Institution. Commencing under such favorable 
. auspices, our Institution still continues in a flourishing condition— 
rapid progress has been made by the pupils in the various branches 
of education taught. therein, far exceeding the antieipations of the 
most sanguine friends of the Institution, and nothing has occurred 
to retard its progress or advancement, but the diffteulty of procur- 
ing asuitable building of sufficient size and capacity to accomdate 
all the pupils. The building occupied at present is entirely insufë- 
cient and no building large enough to accommodate all the pupils 
can be obtained, we, therefore, earnestly and respectfully urge the 
necessity of an appropriation by the General Assembly for the 
erection of suitable buildings for the use of the Institution.

Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees of the Iowa Institution 
for the Deaf and Dumb, permit me to submit to you MY 
First Biennial Report for the year 1855 and 1856. | 


A review of the history of this Institntion, and also a considera- 
tion of its future pr EECH may not at the present period be inap- 
propriate. A 

The existing Institution was daily established as a private 
enterprise, having as its basis a law granting conditionally a defi- 
nite sum to each mute within the State for educational purposes. 
The specific object of the act was to enable the parents of mute 
children to avail themselves of the advantages offered by the Insti- 
tutions of other States, and by applying the means appropriated to 
sending mutes abroad, to thë object of building up a school at home, 


the foundation of the present Institution was laid. = 


The success of the enterprise undertaken at a period when there 
was so little to encourage, and so many. difficulties to encounter, 
exceeds the expectations of its most ardent friends. An acquaint- 
ance with the origin and progress of similar Institutions in other 
States, proves that the obstacles formerly met in founding Asylums 
for this class of unfor tunates. exist no longer, or if at all, only in. 
the slightest degree, and with the most illiterate. 

The possibility of educating the Deaf and Dumb, is a recent dis- 
covery, belonging to the eighteenth century, and is one of the ma- 
' ny happy gifts of France, to the world. The introduction of the 
art of mute instruction into the United States, dates back to a peri- 
od no more remote than eighteen hundred and seventeen, at which 
time began the career of the justly celebrated Institution, now 
known as the American Asylum, at Hartford—the parent from 
which has sprung so large a proportion of the Institutions now ex- 


isting in. this country. ' | 
In the infancy of the cause of deaf mute instruction, the princi- 
pal barrier in the way of establishing and sustaining schools for the 
culture of this_class, was the popular unbelief in the practicability 
of the effort, and a general indifference to the object; but the day 
91 
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of experiment has been followed by an intelligent sympathy in favor 


Mot only of the unfortunate mutes, but alse of the blind, who are 


alike regarded as worthy of the public benevolence, and entitled 
to a liberal share of the finances devoted to educational purposes. 

It is not difficult, then, to discover why success has smiled upon 
the efforts made to build up an Institution in the State of lowa— . 
public sympathy being in favor, and the public mind convinced of 
the practicability and utility of the undertaking. 

A reference to the list of our pupils will indicate the number in 
attendence at present, and during the incipiency and progress of 
the Institution. | 

We record with pleasure the general good health of those under 
our care; there having not been a single death in the Institution, 
nor even a sever case of illness during the past two years. We 
would not however, omit to mention the less of one of our mem- 
bers who died, not while with us, but at home, in vacation. Es- 
pecial credit is due her, whose maternal care in the office of Mat- 
ron, has done much to contribute to the health and comfort of our 
pupils, and whose influence and co-operation have aided so largely 
in raising the Institution to its present position. 

In the Intellectual Department, the Principal has the assistance 
of two educated gentlemen, Mr. Perry Barnes and Mr. Dewitt 
Tousley—the former a graduate of the Illinois Institution, the lat- 
ter, for some time a pupil of the Ohio Asylum. They discharge 
the double duty of teaching and also acting in the capacity of Mon- 
itors, exercising a supervision over’ the male pupils when not in 
school, and at all times careful of the wants and necessities of those 
under GE? charge. a 

The chief object had in view in our institution thus far, has been 
to teach our pupils the English Language, making a knowledge of 
the sciences secondary to a knowledge of language. The first class, 
however, under the immediate care of the Principal, has attained 
to a considerable degree of “proficiency in History, Geography, 
Arithmetic and (a portion of the class) Astronomy. In addition 
to this, and receiving an attention due its paramount importance 
the Bible is daily taught them as the great central sun, around 
which, every science must revolve—a Friend indeed in their af- 
flictions, administering the best consolation by pointing to alleviat- 


ing circumstances in this world, and also to another state of exist- 


) 
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ence, where ihe “eyes of the blind shall be opened and the ears of 
the deaf shall be unstopped: ” | 


The diversity in the attainments of the Deaf and Dumb even 
when enjoying the same advantages sometimes seems greater than 
in those in full possession of all their faculties. This phenomenon 
arises from the intrinsic difficulty of the English Languàge—the 
laws of whose construction - whose idioms and irregularities of ety- 
mology render it one of the most complicated of all languages.- — 
The province of thé instructor is not to create, but only to cultivate 
intellect, and where improvement cannot be perceived, we must 


inquire what nature has done before we interrogate the efforts of 


Art. Those only who have acted as educators of the Deaf and 
Dumb can fully appreciate the difficulties to be met by the faith- 
ful teacher, and no one who is not prepared to encounter monoton- 
ous labor and peculiar trials, should place himself upon this truly 
Missionary Ground. Sometimes true “dignity lies in humility,” 
and fountains of pure pleasure burst from secluded vales where 
human pride would. not deign, to descend from her throne on the 


li 


summit of earthly applause. : 


An object of importance in the education of mutes, is to enable 
them while at school, to secure a knowledge of some useful trade 
so as to render them pecuniarily independent after the completion 
of their course of studies; but owing to alimited appropriation and 
want of room, we have been obliged to defer the introduetion of a 
Yec:anical Depari until circumstances shall be more favora- 
ble. Itis not necessary to dwell upon the importance of a knowl- 
edge of industrial pursuits to the Deaf and Dumb. It is obvious 
that habits of industry must be formed by the prosecution of any 
trade, and also the exercise derived from daily labor conduces to 
health, but aside froni these considerations, it must be evident to 
all that we are conferring upon them an invaluable benefit by furn- 


ishing them with a knowledge of some branch of industry prepara-- 


tory to their entrance upon the realities of life. 


With a good education, such as may, by a mute of ordinary ca- 
pacity be acquired during : a course of instruction, and with a prac- 
tical acquaintance with some useful trade, the Deaf and Dumb 
may be elevated to a social position but little below that of those 
more highly favored. Hence the necessity of imparting to their 


l 
l 
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cultivation, as pr actical a character as the nature oi the case > will 
admit. 

The number of Deaf and Dumb in the State of Iowa, upon a 
correct ‘estimate cannot be less than two hundred and fifty. The 
data from which we draw this deduction, are the ordinary average 
proportion of the Deaf and Dumb, to the general population i In 
both Europe and the United States, and also the number in actual 
attendance at our Institution at the present period. ; 

It has been ascertained, through the media of private researches, 
and the census returns, that deat: mutes bear to the general popula- 
tion about the proportion of one to every two thousand inhabitants. 
It is invariably true that censtis enumerations fall short of the real 
number. This arises from thë difticulty of ascertaining the fact of 
deatness before one year of age—the reluctance of parents to admit 
it at even a more advanced age —their sensitiveness making them 

sometimes unwilling even to speak of the mistortune, and aside 
from all this, the neglect of officials in instituting special inquiry 
as to this class, constitutes another important reason why the cen- 
sus is generally so unreliable 1: this particular; still it attords the 
surest criterion by which to estimate the true number of mutes. 

Admitting then, that mutes are to the general population as one 
to two thousand, and upon the hypothesis that the United States 
contains twenty millions of whites, we have tor the whole United 
States, a population of ten thousand mutes, and upon the supposi- 
tion that Lowa numbers tive hundred thousand inhabitants, we have 
within our limits, a population of two hundred and titty mutes.— 
Their'ratio of increase corresponding to that ot the general popula- 
tion, it is easy to calculate their probable number in this State five 


, years hence, and as far beyond that period as calculation may 
“choose to venture. There being so large a proportion of mutes in 


our population it is natural to inquire into tne causes of deafness. 
An extensive induction of facts justities the opinion that the num- 
ber of Deaf and Dumb, born so, is about the same as that of those 
who are rendered so by acciden: or disease, and of the diseases the 
most frequent cause of deafness seems to be Scarlet Fever. 


It is universally conceded thr oughout this country and in Europe, 


` that the Deaf and Dumb are proper subjects of public benevolence, 


and men of learning and ability, are now devoting themselves to 
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the object of elevating them as a class, and with a-success gratify- 
ing to every generous mind. For these unfortunate children of si- 
lence, with a wisdom and philanthropy worthy of all praise, many 
of the States of our Union have erected costly edifices, provided 
competent instructors and oflicers, and ofiered-a home where every 
mute of suitable age and capacity , can gr atuitonsly enter, and there 
into a deep mental darkness, receive the light of science and reli- 
gion. 

And while so much Has been done in sister States for the welfare 
ot the unfortunate, it is a matter of congratulation and State pride, 
that already lowa, though yetin her infancy, has not only taken 
a decided stand in favor of the cause uf education ia general, but 
in particular, has extended a liberal haud to the relief of her atilict- 
ed children, the Deaf, the Blind, and the Insane who, without pub- 
lic benefaction, must of necessity be left to all the miseries attend- 
ant upon the loss of any one'of the senses or intellectual powers. 

We who are in possession of all our faculties, may succeed in 
life without an education, technically so called, bus the mate can- 
not. To him an education is enurely Indispensable, as without it, 
he is a blank, nay more, a burden to society, but with ita ai 

With all these considerations before us, we are prepared with 
some degree of confidence, to lay before our Legislature the wants 
of the Deaf and Dumb' in this State. EN 

We grant that soinething has already been done. A nucleus 
has been formed, “round which may gather future benefits; but 
while sumething has been done, more is necessary. If the cause 
we represent is worthy of any attention, it is worthy of serious at- 
tention. If it be undeserving of notice, let us at once abandon it. 
If it be a good cause let it receive a consideration equal to its im- 
portance. - í 

The Act ins the Iowa Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
granted an annual appropriation of five thousand dollars for its 
support, until the first of January, 1551, 

. ihis amount has been found sufficient, as was anticipated, but 
owing to the rapid increase in the number of pupils, from about 
tenn, at the period of opening the school, to over fifty, as indi- 
cated by the list accompanying this report, a larger appropriation 
will be required tor: the coming two years. To meet the expendi- 


| 


j 
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tures necessary to the support of an establishment numbering at 
least fifty persons—these expenditures including salaries—rents, 
and all the ordinary and contingent disbursaments, an annual ap- 
propriátion of not less than seven thousand dollars will be required. 

A subject, the importance of which is at this time deeply felt by 
the Institution, is the erection of permanent buildings. Necessity 
forces this subject upon our attention, for it is evident that the ends 
of an Institution can not be fully attained in dur present ci cum- 
stances. The building now occupied tor our purposes is one which 
we rent and is totally inadequate to our wants—it being at best 


but an indifferent structu re, and in point of size, inc: e SË of ac- 


commodating the present number of pupils, so that we are under ` 
the necessity ot renting rooms in another building some distance 
from the main establishment. | 

The injury to health from crowding a great number of persons 
into narrow limits with imperfect ventilation is known to all— and 
in future while in our present circumstances we shall be obliged 
either to refuse admittance to applicants or scatter our pupils over 
different portions of the city, a dilemma by no means agreeable. 

Our urgent necessity is a permanent building, nor a rented house 
where we may be at ihe mercy of the proprietor and subject to ' 
many inconveniences. 

. As to the question of locality, of course we have no voice. The 
chief object to be had in view in the matter, should be not what 
will most enhance the interests of a paricular town or city, but: 
where will the true interests of the Institution be most fully pro- ` 
moted. As to the desired building, we would simply state that all 
we shall need for at least six or eight years to come, will be either 
a mam building without wings or a wing of a main building, leav- 
ing additions to be erected as they may-be needed. This will ob- 
viate at present the unnecessary cxpense of a complete final struc- 
ture. The true economy is, if the State is unable to complete the 
whole building —to erect a main building and afterwards make ad- 
ditions when the wants of the Nenin and the ability of the 
State will indicate the propriety of the measure. We consider the 
question of a permanent building’ o and also its location as a matter 
of paramount importance, since it affects not only the present gen- 
eration of mutes but will affect that branch of posterity, long after 
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we shall have passed away and whatever is done should be well 
done, and on a scale commensurate with the object in contempla- 
tion. i 
The State of Iowa, in regard to ler “public edifices, can learn 
many valuable lessons fone the errors committed in other States, 
and no reason exists why we should not make all our public build- 
ings models in point of beauty and utility. | 
Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees, in conclusion permit me, in 


behalf of the cause I represent, to tender you-my sincere acknowl-. 


edgements, in return for the interest manifested by you in the in- 
cipiency of the Institution and for the spirit of enlightened liberal- 


ity which has marked all your official acts, I can not but hope that . 


all of our charitable and educational Institutions may ever be con- 
fided to gentlemen of equal intelligence and magnanimity, and that 
under the smile of a kind Providence, every shadow of ignorance 
and misery may be banished from our State and the light of knowl- 
edge and christian truth gladden every heart.

OF 5. BACON, PRINCIPAL OF THE INSTITUTE FOR THE 
- ‘BLIND. ` a 
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To the Board of Trustees of the Iowa Institution for the Education 
- of the Blind. 

GENTLEMEN :~~The time has arrived for us to review our labors, 
for the purpose of presenting to you the progress and condition of 
this Institution. We have spent many anxious moments, yet we 
have had our pleasures, and have the selfsatisfaction to think. 
we have done something for the Pus although not so much as we 
have desired. | . 

The conduet of all has been such as to meet our highest approba- 
tion. The teachers manifest great interest in the discharge of their 
duties, the pupils to receive their instruction. 

Mr. J. L Jones has discharged the duties of Music Lia n 
addition to su iperintending la. Shop, with credit to himself, sitce 
the resignation of T. J. MeGittigen, Nov. i5th, 1855. 

Miss M. C. Christy-has discharged the duties of Assistant Teach- 
er since March 10th, 1858. With some more experience, she will 
make a valuable instructor. ` ` l 

Since our last report, we have had eight admissions, and one, 
death, Mary Bushnell. She departed this life the 28th of April 
last. She was the one that appeared before the Legislature, in 1853, ` 
to represent her class in Iowa, which led to el establishment of 
this Institution. She was confined to her bed not more than ten 
days; the victim of premature decline resulting from early physi-' 
cal neglect. She had all the attention it was possible to give her, - 
from friends and sympathising fellow pupils, to whom she had en- 
deared herself. She was intered with due lèt ak by the Catholic 
Church to which she belonged. 
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With this exception, by the prompt attention of the Institution 
Physician, Dr. H. Murray, the health of the inmates has been good. 

The course of Instruction is thorough, and as extensive a the 
age of the Institution will admit. There are three departments,— 
Academical, Musical, and industrial_—each of which has its al- 
lotted time; there is ample time left for recreation. The pupils 
rise at half-past five, breakfast at seven, dine at half-past twelve, 
tea at half-past five, retire at nine. School commences at six in the 
morning, and from that until half-past twelve; three hours devoted 
to Literary branches, and two to music; afternoon, two to labor, 
and one to literary; one hour in the evening is devoted to reading 
some useful book. The Academic course at present embraces Ge- 


ography, reading raised print, Writing, Grammar, Logic and Rhet- 


orice, Arithmetic, Algebra, Plain and Analytical Geometry and 


-Defforential Calculus. Music embraces the Theory and Composi- 


tion, as well as Vocal and Instrumental Music. In the Industrial 
Department the females are employed in sewing, plain and fancy 
knitting, and bead-work. The males are employed in broom and 
mat making. The latter we do not consider a suitable trade for 
the blind—the former is excellent. It has been our intention to in- 


treduce brush making to a limited extent. In addition to the . 


above course, the news of the day is read to the pupils from the 


various papers sent to the Institution gratis, for which the editors 
have our thanks. 


The discipline is mild but fir m, free from corporeal punishment, 


keeping the improvement of the pupil constantly in view. We 
` know of no reason why the discipline of the blind should differ a 


particle from that of the seeing, or the course of Instruction. 
The manner of conveying that instruction is necessarily different 


for the want of suitable apparatus. The method pursued is oral, 


whieh makes it more thorough, and consequently better, but more 
laborious for the teacher. Notwithstanding the perverseness of hu- 
man nature, it is now generally conceded the Blind are human be- 
ings, endowed with certain unalienable rights, which they ought to 
be protected in, providing they do not interfere with the desires of 
of others. 

During the past vacation myself and Mrs. Bacon visited the In- 
stitutions for the Blind of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
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New York ind Massachusetts, for the purpose of pr ocuring appa- 
Tatus for this Institution, and by personal inspection gain guch in- 
formation as their experience may have suggested. ‘he three 
Eastern Institutions, from which the others obtain their apparatur, 
are doing nothing in that line, or nearly so, New York being ihe 
only place we noticed any attempt at improvement. If they were 
able to experiment on their plans some result might be obtained 
which would be very usetul to the blind. ‘Those three institutions 
have departments which are workshops for the older blind who do 
not wish to attend school. It is a very worthy object, and may 
their success be equal to their expectations, but it appéars to me 
that this department is a drag on the school. One thing certain, 
the printing has been suspended, this makes it very difficult to pro- 
cure much from them, and that zt a very high rate, but we have 
no right to complain of them for not furnishing us with books. If 
the Institutions of the conntry would unite in forming a fund for 
the purpose: of encouraging some one of the older Institutions 
which is prepared to print, we would all gradually accumulate a 
library, and such progress might be made in printing for the blind 
th. t the books would be withm the reach of every blind person. 
On my return from the East L visited, in company with some of 

our pupils, for the purpose of hunting the blind, the counties of 
lowa, Poweshiek, Cedar, Clinton, Scott, Jackson and Dubuque; at 
the latter place we met id an accident which puta stop to far- 
ther progress, Jones and Linn having been previously. visited. lt 
was our intention to go West, South- “West, and home again. This 
ought to be done yet, ior we have had an interview with all of our 
pupils or their parents, with a very few exceptions, before they 
would enter school. We gavë -several public exhibitions which 
were well attended.-- The people are very ignorant of the advan- 

tages this Institution affords to the blind, even its existence is al- 
most unknown in some sections which have been visited; such 
names as have been collected from this and other sources you will 
find marked “A,” and there are seventeen others reported, names 
unknown, and in all probability, this is not half that ought to be in 
school, in addition to the present number. 
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As I wandered through those of other States which have been 
reared with so much care and attention to the purposes for which 
they were designed, it was a sad thought that Iowa “was the only 
one without a suitable building, particularly so when she was 

-brought in contrast with other States. Iowa, which is free from 
debt, or nearly so, while they are involved. 

. We are now in the fourth building which we have occupied since 
the fist of April, 1853, and our lease for this expires the first ot 
July next, then to be hurled out to go, where we know not, and 
break up what little apparatus has been obtained; this is very ex- 
pensive.and unsatisfactory. The interests of the school and public 
economy demand a building. 

^ While in the east we tried to procure maps but could not, we 
learned all we could about their manufacture. Mrs. Bacon thinks 
she could make them if she bad time, as she has had some experi- 
c..€8, 7 robably there is no other way chan to make them ourselves. 
thë finances so far ës they have been entrusted to me, that is, 
since the first of Februa y, 1655, will accompany 1 this marked es”, 
vouchers for the same hive been filed with the Sicr etary of the 
Board. it will be seen chat the sales amount to four hundred and 
sixty nine dollars and seventy cents. Five dozen brooris and four 
mats have been used about the house. U

' Ssmi—ln accordance with regulations established, it becomes my 
duty, as Dean of the the Faculty of the Cellege of Physicians and 
Surgeons of the Medical Department of the lowa State University, 
to submit through you, to the Henorable, the Legislature of the 
State, a report of the condition, scientific and financial, of said de- 
partment. In compliance with such regulations I beg leave, res- 
pectfully, to submit the following: 

Since the last report, submitted in Deda A. D. 1854, sever- 
al changes have occurred in the Faculty, growing out of the resig- 
naticn, at different times, of certain of the Professors who were.at 
that time filling chairs in the school. Professors J. E. Sanborn, 
E. R. Ford and E. A. Arnold having respectfully resigned, their 
places were filled by the appointment of Professors J. R. Allen, 
Wells R. Marsh and Daniel Meeker. Of these, the appointment 
of Professors and Allen and Marsh were duly submitted to and rat- 
itied by the Board of Trustees ot the University at the meeting in 
July last at Iowa City. The appointment of Professor Meeker 
was made previous to the said meeting of the Board, but as he had 
not at that time signified his acceptance it was thought best to 
withhold his name «for presentation at the mia meeting, 
should he so accept. 

, A short time previous to the opening of the present course of 
lectures, Professor Freeman Knowles, who has tor several years 
filled the Chair of Theory and Practice, gave in his resignation, 
whcih was accepted. Thereupon Professor McGugin was trans- 
ferred from the chair of Physiology, Pathology and Clinical Medi- 
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cine, and, by a change in the duties hitherto devolving upon the | 
Chair of Theory and | Pr actice, was made Professor of General Pa- 
thology and the Institutes.of Medicine. At the same time Mont- 
gomery Johns, M. D., was appointed lecturer on Physiology and Gen. 
Therapeutics, P. Van Patten having in the summer of 1855 re- 
signed the post of Demonstrator of Anatomy, John J. Page, M. D., 
was elected to fill his place. After the above changes the Faculty 
is now organized as follows: 
D. L. McGugin, M. D., Professor of the Institutes af Medicine 
and General Pathology, and President of the Faculty. 
J. C. Hughes, M. D., I of Surgery, and Treasurer of the 
Faculty. 
, Wells R. Marsh, M. D., Professor of Chemistry and Materia 
Medica. 
John R. Allen, M. D., Professor of Obstetrics and diseases of 
Women and Childr en i Dean of the Faculty. 
- Daniel Meeker, M. D., Professor of Anatomy. 
Montgomery J chat, M. D Lecturer on Physiology and General 
Therapeutics. _ 
John J. Page, M. D. , Demonstator ot Anatomy. 
_Owing to the illness of Professor McGugin, Professor Knowles 
was induced, by his interest in the welfare of this department ot 
` the University, to consent to resume the duties for the winter of 
the chair he had E and is engaged in lecturing as hereto- 
fore. 

I transmit herewith the catalogue ‘of the Class of 1855-56, and 
you will thereby learn that the number was a handsome increase 
upon that of any previous year. The number of Matriculants was 
eighty-one, and besides these a number of physicians of our own 
. and don States were in attendance upon a part or the whole 
of the course. The number "of those who received the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine was twenty-three. 

I am happy to be able to state that the class of the present ses- 
sion will be an increase as respects the number of Matriculants 
upon that of the last session. The majority of the students seeking 
instruction here, are from our own State, and as regards character 
and talents, we are justly confident that, taken together, they will 
eompare favorably with those of any section of our country, or in 
any of the Medical Schools in the east north or south. 
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It has been, and is, tho constant endeavor of the teachers to stim- 
ulate in the minds of those under instruction, a laudable zeal in the 
pursuits of medical knowledge and an ambition to make of them- 
selves not. only intelligent but practical men. The standard ot 
scholarship and the! prerequisites to graduation have been made 
equal, at least, to tho e of the oldest and best established schools of 
thé country, and it is the desire of the Faculty that the Medical 
Department of the Iowa Univer sity shall be respected and es- 
teemed only bocause by its fruits it shall prove itself deserving.— 
And it is, as they feel, a maiter of congratulation that the Alani 
now scattered over our own and the adjoining States, by the rank 
they are able to take in the profession and the influence they are 
enabled by their standing to exert, are giving to the institution 
whence they have gene for th, a reputation truly enviable and a 
character for usefulness of which our young State may well be 
proud. 


Indeed, the Medical Department of the Iowa University is no 
longer an experiment but an established fact. The day of its trial 
add uncertainty is passed and that of its fixed presperity already 
arrived. 

With the rapid growth of the dë of Keokuk the advantages of 
Clinical instruction are year by year increasing and becoming more 
important. The city Hospital is attached to the college building 
and its wards are under the medical control of the faculty. A large 
number of patients from the interior of the State have within the ` 
last two years, sought the mediéal and surgical attendance gratuit- 
ously bestowed before the class and in this way many indigent per- 
sons have been enabled to obtain the aid which their pecuniary 
circumstances would otherwise forbid, while the classes have,at the 
same time, been benifitted by the increased clinical instruction 
thereby secured. 


The museum of the college is constantly receiving additions of 
Anotomical and Pathological prepartions, of Geological and Min- 
eralogical specimens and of preparations illustrative of natural his-. 
tory. | 


A bi-monthly medical journal “The Iowa Medical J ournal” is 
published by the faculty at present, under the editorial manage- 
ment of Professors MeGugin and Allen: Through this, by means 
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of publications of'books sent to it and of the various medical joure 
nals received in exchange this department is enabled to become a 
disseminator of useful knowledge and of all the recent discoveries 
in medicince, to the profession throughout the State and in this way 
make itself useful to many others than those seeking instruction in 
the Cóllege halls. 

By reference to page 4th of the last report of the Dean of the 
Faculty of the department, it will be seen that there remained un- 
paid of the indebtedness incurred in the erection of college build- 
ings and the purchase of appliances for teaching, the sum of eight 
hundred and nine-four dollars and seventy-eight cents ($594 78.) 
Of this indebtedness a large share had been bought by private in- 
dividuais from the original creditors but was still held against the 
institution. It is proper to remark, however, that such purchases 
were not made for purposes of- speculation but only to relieve the 
department for the time from embarrassment by taking the debt 
from those who were urgent in forcing their claims for payment. 
There are, besides the above sum, some small claims still outstand- 


ing which I at present have no means of estimating.

In addition to the above sums the faculty have expended, furn- 
ishing the buildings and for the purchase of further appliances for 
teaching, the sum of- three hundred and twenty-five dollars, or 
thereabouts, say from three hundred and twenty-five to: three hun- 
dred and seventy-five dollars. 

“ With respect to the above indebtness, I am only able to say that 
there ar e, at present, no means at the command of this departinent 
by which the claims may be liquidated. The claims are held by 
individuals of the Faculty and others who have generally extended 
aid by advancing the money, and ther eby giving time to the insti- 
tution to make some arrangement for their final payment. It is 
hoped that some arrangement to this effect may be made. - 

From the foregoing it will be seen that the difficulties with which 
this department of the University has now and hereafter to contend 
are of a pecuniary character only. 

I have to add that the present buildings, hitherto sufficiently 
large to accommodate the classes, are becoming insufficient for this 
purpose, and some arrangement will be necessary to obviate the 
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difliculty. The appliances for teaching are also too limited, except 
by the exertion of unusual and extra effort on the part of the sev- 
eral professors. Additions have, from time to time, been made by 
individuals of the faculty, but it will readily be appreciated that 
from such sources these additions must be incompetent to meet the 
demand. These appliances as you are aware are most of them of a 
costly character, and the Professors, laboring hitherto without re- 
muneration for their services, are unable-to furnish means from their 
private resources for their purchase.

ing moreover, that even when institutions of learning, established 


Fes private enterprise, have been able, by several years of success- 


full operation, to prove themselves great public benefits, they are 
thereby entitled to public encouragement, I am fully assured that . 
the State of Iowa may well look upon this flourishing department 
of her University as fully worthy of her fostering care. It gives 
me pleasure, i in this connection, to add that the opinion so exprers- 
ed, is that expressed by the State Medical Society, and by numer- 
ous County Societies in resolutions passed severally by them 
in present and past year s, while the character and standing of the 
school has received the full appr oval and endorsement of the 
“ American Medical Association.”

To his Excellency, l 
` Jamas W. Grimes, Governor: 

In pursuance with the requirements of section 3124, of the code 
of Iowa, we submit the following report of the affairs and condi- 
tion of the Iowa Penitentiary, embracing a period of from March 
24th, 1855, to the 30th September, 185%. It will be remembered 
that at the time the code came in force, the convicts were not hired 
out as now-on contract, but were not employed by the Warden in 
manufacturing for the State; and hence the requirement in the 
section named above, to report “the stock on hand of different ` 
kinds, the sums expended for materials, tools,” &c., does not now 
apply. The State, (under the present contract with Winter both- 
am & Jones,) is not engaged in manufacturing. | 

On the 30th of September there were in the Penitentiary 38 male 
convicts, and 1 female convict, making 34 in all. | 

Six convicts escaped during the above period, and have not been 
retaken. There have been other escapes during the same time, 
but those attempting it were retaken. The insecnre plank fence 
around the prison, in our opinion, has offered little or no obstacle 
to those who wished to escape. It should be replaced with a sub- 
stantial stone wall. œ.

During the past year and a half 18 cells have been built, and 10 

more cells are now under contract. At least 50 more cells will be 

required during the next year. “These cells will require an appro- 
priation of at least eight thousand dollars. 

A Warden's house must be built as soon as pr ‘acticable, and the 
premises new ocenpied by the' Warden should be converted into a 
cell room for females. Itis capable of containing. 24 ca which 
will be sufficient to accommodate, we think, all the female convicts 
for the next fifteen or twenty years. 

Plans and s ecifications will be submitted to the Legislature for 
some other improvements about the prison. 

We cannot let this opportunity pass without pr oposing a change 
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in the law governing the prison. The inefficieney of the present 
government of this institution is known to all, and deeply lament- 
ed by us without the means in our power to remedy the evil, The 
present law governing the Ohio prison is in the main, we think, 
decidedly good, and would be glad io see it adopted by the Iowa 
Legislature. 

The item which we call “stock,” in thé forégoing statement, in- 
. eludes the provisions, clothing, bedding, &c., on hand. The amount 
earned by the convicts from March 24, 1855, to September 30, 1856 
is a little over three thousand dollars. : 

The health of the prisoners has not been very good. Considera- 
ble sickness among them is attributed to lack of proper diet. It is 
made the duty of the Warden to procure the necessary provision 
for the convicts. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.
